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A VICTIM OF INGRATITUDE 


HARRISON WAS STABBED IN THE 
HOUSE OF HIS FRIENDS. 


HIS AMBITION WAS BAFFLED AT AL- 
BANY BY MEN HE HAD POUT IN 
FAT PLACES—PARTIAL LIST OF THE 
INGRATES AND THEIR SINECURES, 


ALBANY, April 29.—Yesterday’s convention 
‘was ap office holders’ convention, pure and 
simple. Nearly every district delegation was 
represented by two or more office holders, many 
of them owing their places to the generosity of 
President Harrison and incidentally to the in- 
fluence of Thomas C. Platt. 

It was a peculiar spectacle, men owing their 
positions to one man and using their influence 
to humiliate him and baffle his ambition. It 
was loyalty to Piatt, rather than devotion to 
Harrison, that controlled many of the patriots. 
They had no use for Harrison. They bragged 
about it, and showed their contempt for him in 
more ways than one. 

They chanted Bilaine’s praises and, taking 
their cue from Boss Platt, predicted that Harri- 
s0n Would be run out of the convention and that 
Blaine would be nominated on the second bal- 
lot. The older politicians, who were conversant 
with the inner workings of the machine, gloated 
over Platt’s revenge on Harrison. They recalled 
the latter days of 1888, when it was a foregone 
conclusion in the Republican Party that Platt 
was to be appointed Secretary of the Treasury 
in return for the services he had rendered Har- 
rison by carrying New-York State for the Re- 
publican candidates. 

They spoke of Harrison’s treachery in selling 
Platt out; treachery, they declared, more base 
than that which Garfield practiced upon Mr. 
Conkling twelve years ago. 

In the meantime Mr. Platt had obtained all 
that it was possible to obtain from Mr. H arri- 


son, and now,to show his utter contempt for 
him, had stacked the conventien cards against 
him and had joined Quay in an attempt to pre- 
vent his renomination. 

The office holders from New-York formed a 
veritable army. The Custom House was well 
represented by all the — infiuential office 
holders. Collector Francis Hendricks, Surveyor 
George W. Lyon, and Naval Officer Theodore B. 
Willie headed the list.

BEATEN NEARLY TO DEATH. 


A YOUNG WOMAN FOUND UNCONSCIOUS 
IN THE STREET. 


RED BANE, N. J., April 29.—Miss Lizzie Far- 
rell, aservant girl employed in the family of 
Millard F. Cornwell, a wealthy resident of this 
place, was terribly assaulted last night by some 
unknown person or persons, She is twenty- 
eight years old and a native of Ireland, having 
lived in thia country fifteen years. Féur years 
ago she worked at Mount Vernon, N. Y. All of 
her relatives live in Ireland. 

She left Mr. Cornwell's house at 8 o’clock last 
night. Mary Ledon, a domestic in the family of 
James Cooper, Jr., met her at the gate, and the 
young women went to the house of Dr. Edwin 
Field to call on Kate King, a friend of theirs. 
From there they walked up Front Street to Ma- 
ple Avenue, and separated at the corner of 
Monmouth Street. 

A little after 9 o’clook William P. Frey, a rail- 
road carpenter living on Bridge Avenue, found 
the unconscious form of Miss Farre]l in front of 
his house. While waiting for physicians, the 
neighbors carried Miss Farrell to Abram Deck- 
er’s, a few yards away. Tne doctors tound that 
the women wasin an almost dying condition 
from a number of blews from some heavy 
weapon. 

There was a compound fracture of the skull at 
the base of the brain, a bad wound on her right 
cheek bone, and # cut on the forehead. 

The physicians worked hard to restore the 
young woman to consciousness, but their efforts 
were unavailing. 

Meantime Prosecutor Charles H. Ivins and 
Chief of Police James Walsh were notified, and 
in a sbort time the entire police force was 
searching for the assailunt. Two or three 
tramps who were found around the railroad 
station were arrested on suspicion and locked 
up in the town jail. ° 

The young woman was taken to the Mon- 
mouth Hospital at Long Branch early this 
morning. 

During the night an iron bar, eighteen inches 
long and weighing fifteen pounds, was picked 
up Dear the spot where Miss Farrell was found. 
This is supposed to have been the weapon with 
which the blows were struck. 

Dr. Edwin Field returned at 9 o’clock to-night 
from the Monmouth Hospital. Miss Farrell 
had not regained consciousness and was rap- 
idly sinking. 

The tramps arrested during the day were re- 
leased from custody to-night. There is as yet 
no clue to the assailant 





CUBA'S GREAT INDUSTRY. 


———_—__—_ 
IN SPITE OF DIFFICULTIES SUGAR-MAK- 
ING IS INCREASING. 


NEw-ORLEANS, La, April 29.—The Picayune's 
Havana special says: ‘Notwithstanding the 
present low price ofsugar and the many difii- 
culties oppressing this great industry in Cuba 
the Conchita Plantation, in the district of Trini- 
dad, on the south side of the island, is to be ex- 
tended, increasing its capacity to more than 
100,000 sacks the coming year. So far this 
season 61,500 sacks have been made, and if the 
weather continues favorable the 100,000 may 


be attained in 1892. This estate belongs to the 
heirs of Don José Baro, 

“An American company has purchased the 
Algabas estate and intends making a large cen- 
tral factory and grinding the cane produced in 
its neighborhood. Being near the seaport 
Casilda of Trinidad, the owners intend to con- 
struct a narrow-gauge railroad from the estate 
to the sea, which will make them independent 
of the present road, now very much out of re- 

air. 
ar The molasses-boiling establishment, at first 
propused to be erected in Havana, will be 
placed at Matanzas, thereby saving much ex- 
pense of transportation. Matanzas being the 
centre of the sugat-making lands of the north 
side of the island, the advantage of reboiling 
the molasses here instead of shipping it to 
Philadelphia and New-York, will be the utiliz- 
ing of the residuum for the manufacture of rum 
and alcohol. 

“The weather continues fine for sugar mak- 
ing, but so dry that extensive fires are daily re- 
ported. They have caused the loss of 5,000,000 
arrobasof cane inthe last fortnight. All other 
crops are suffering for the lack of rain through- 
out the island. ‘ 
“Our commercial people are greatly exercised 
over the recent grant, or loan, of $1,000,000 to 
the Transatlantic Mail Steamship Company by 
the Madrid Government, considering it a very 
strange measure in the present condition of the 
public treasury. Some spicy discussions on the 
subject have taken place in the Cortez,”

GREAT FIRE IN TOKIO. 
—_—_—_ 
FIVE THOUSAND HOUSES DESTROYED 
AND MANY LIVES LOST. 


SAN Francisco, April 29.—The steamship 
Belgic arrived to-day. She brings detaila of a 
great fire at Tokio, Japan, on April 10. The 
fire started early in the morning in the house of 
a@ small restaurant keeper in Saragakusho, Kan- 
da-Ku, from a candle left burning. It spread 
in three directions through densely-populated 
districts. 

On one side the flames reached Ogawomachi 
and Jimbocho. On another, after burning Jim- 
berecho, they spread toward Nishixicho. On the 
third side they consumed Tuitoshierocho and 
Mikawacho. 

The fire was extinguished by noon, after con- 
auming 5,000 houses in 20 streets, including 40 
warehouses, a police station, a panorama build- 
ing, a Russian school, the Tokio English school, 
the Kinji school and the residences of Viscount 
Foda, Admiral Akamtsu, Count Karasumaru, 
and Marquis Tokudaiji. 

The details of loss of life are meagre. It is 
variously estimated that seventeen to forty-five 
perished. 

The steamer Raiden Maru was sunk by float- 
ing ive in Kushiro Harbor and forty persons 
were drowned. 

There was an election riot in Shiragun April 9 

in which thirty-four persons were seriously in- 
jured. 
“ Three Chinese junks making for Wen-Chow 
were attacked and boarded by pirates. The 
Captain and chief officer of one re were be- 
headed and all three vessels were Jooted. 





CALIFORNIA SHAKEN AGAIN. 
EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS WHICH DID NOT 
DO MUCH DAMAGE. 


San Francisco, April 29.—An earthquake 
shock occurred here at 4:07 o’clock this after- 
noon. The vibrations were north and south. 

A shock is reported as having occurred at 
Vacaville, Esparto, and Winters shortly after 


4 o'clock this afternoon. The shock was strong 
at Vacaville, but no damage is reportec yet. 

The vibrations were severe at Esparto, but no 
Semmage was done beyond the fall of some scaf- 
folding.

Brooklyn against Robert H. M. Dickinson and 
James H. Blauvelt for money due them from 
the old firm of James H. Bluavelt & Co. 

The people of the county have anticipated 
interesting developments from the trial of these 
suits, but through a request of tho plaintiffs 
Mr. Dickinson decided to-day to allow the cases 
to go over. 

Another important suit in the Blauvelt-Dick- 
inson matter opened to-day. It is brought by 
James H. Blauyelt against K. H. M. Dickinson 
for an accounting of the firm’s profits for the 
last three months of the year 1891. Owing to 
the illness of the accountant who examined 
the tirm’s books last Winter the case went over 
to May 12.

ELIZABETH, N. J., April 29.—Ground will be 
broken on Monday afternoon at 5 o'clock in 
Elizabeth for the new City Hospital, which will 
cost when completed over $40,000.

The President of the hospital and its medical 
and surgical staff and Board of Trustees wil! 
also be in attendance. 

The Blake Memorial Hospital for Women, de- 
signed as an annex of the general hospital, will 
be commenced at the same time. ‘he annex is 
the ait of Mrs. Frederick R. Blake of 1,024 East 
Jersey Street, and will cost $15,000. 

The site chosen for the new hospital, which 
Elizabeth sorely needs, is one of the most 
central in the city.

COINS FOR THE BIG FAIR

PROGRESS MADE ON THE EXPOSITION 
DURING THE LAST WEEK—RAIL- 
ROADS PLANNING EXCURSIONS TO 
SEE THE WORK UNDER WAY. 


CricaGco, April 29.—A brief summary of the 
events of the week in World’s Fair circles is as 
follows: 

Last Saturday it waa decided that there should 
not be a separate Post eottice building at the 
World’s Fair. A portion of the Government 
building will be utilized as an office where the 
visitors and exhibitors may secure their mail. 

Chiefs Samuels and Thorpe of the Department 
of Horticulture began the installation of the 
nursery exhibit in the midway plaisance. Two 
hundred trees of rare varieties from Colorado 
were set out. 

Tuesday, Lieut. A. C. Baker of the Marine 
Section of the Department of Transportation 
stated there would be a display in his collection 
of relics which would include Spanish galleons 
of the sixteenth century. 

Chief of Construction Burnham decided to 
have an engineer investigate the working plans 
for all the State pavilions. Owing to the blow- 
ing down some time ago of a portion of the 
dome of the Illinois State Building, it was 
thought advisable to examine the plans of all. 
Recommendations for strengthening certain 
parts wili be made in the case of the Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia pavilions. The exami- 
nation as yet has proceeded no further. 

On Wednesday, Director Leach of the Gov- 
ernment Mint approved the plan which had been 
proposed of issuing from 10,000,000 to 20,000,- 
000 half dollars of a special design for use in 
lieu of admission tickets to the fair.* It is esti- 
mated that the cost of the coins will be but 30 
cents each, and inasmuch as they will be bought 
by tourists and retained the Government will 
make 20 cents on each coin sold. 

To the R. L. Henry syndicate was granted the 
exclusive privilege of carrying passengers by 
lake between the city aud Jackson Park. The 
company expects to put on a ficet of sixteen 
whaieback boats; four to run from the lake 
front will have a capacity of 5,000 passengers 
each; six others will have acapacity of 1,500 
each, andathird fleet of smaller yessels will 
pick up passengers slong the river and at the 
stations. 

A strong wind, almost a cyclone, tore away 
800 feet of the west wall of the Manufacturers’ 
Building, causing a loss of about $5,000. The 
accident was due to carelessness on the part of 
the contractor in not bracing the wall properly 
while it was in process of construction. In order 
to perform the work on the flooring underneath 
the wall he had removed the necessary bracing. 
He neglected to replace the supports, and asa 
result the wall went down. No one was serious- 
ly injured. 

On Thursday Assistant Chief of Construction 
Graham calied the staff contractors around 
him at headquarters and informed them that 
according to the a angen they would have 
to do the exterior painting on the buildings. 
This is a job which the contractors had thought 
they were going to be relieved of. By holding 
them to the specifications the exposition is a 
gainer by $200,000. 

The invitation to President Harrison to attend 
the dedicatory exercises next October was com- 
pleted. It is the most elaborate of all to be sent 
out, and is a beautiful specimen of illumination 
and binding. It was designed and executed by 
Cc. L. Ricketts. The words of the invitation are 
in modified old English and modern Gothic let- 
ters, heightened with gold and colors, and on 
the back of the scroll “ The World’s Columbian 
Exposition’”’ appears in penwork. On the fiy 
leaf is “ Benjamin Harrison ’’ in large Gothic 
letters. The invitationis in album farm, bound 
in brown seal. In the centre of the obverse side 
appears the monogram “B. H.” in large solid 
silver letters, with the dates “1492-1892” 
worked into the letters and richly chased. 

Herr Wermuth, the Imperial German Com- 
missioner, has cabled that a representative of 
the Krupp tirm at Essen, Germany, will start at 
once for Chicago to make arrangements for the 
Krupp exhibit at the fair. 

The Woman's Dormitory Association of the 
Columbian Exposition was incorporated at 
Springfield on Thursday, with a capital of 
$25,000. The articles of incorporation contain 
the names of Mrs. Matilda B. Corse, Mrs. 
Charles Henrotin, Mrs. George L. Dun- 
lap, and Mrs. James R. Doolittle, Jr. 
The association is the consummation 
of the plan that has been _ agitated 
by the members of the Board of Lady Managers 
for the last year to provide a suitable abiding 
place for young girls from out of the city during 
their stay in Chicago at the time of the World’s 
Fair. The idea was first suggested by Mrs. 
Matilda B. Corse about a year ago, but the first 
organized movement was made at a meeting 
called by Mre. Potter Palmer on the eve of her 
departure for Europe. 

tt is intended to build four dormitories as near 
as possible to Jackson Park and large enough 
to accommodate 125 girls each. These will be 
fitted up comfortably, and will be placed at the 
disposal of the visiting working girls at a cost 
not to exceed 30 centsaday. It is intended, 
also, to provide a restaurant at each dormitory 
where plain meals can be obtained at minimum 
prices. 

Jackson Park aud its big World's Fair build- 
ings have just begun to attract the attention of 
railroad managers as furnishing a field for ex- 
cursions. C. L. Stone, the General Passenger 
Agent of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, is the 
first railroad man to discover that there are 
hundreds of thousands of people anxious to 
visit Chicago and see what is going on at the 
Exposition grounds. Mr. Stone to-day com- 
pleted arrapgements with the World’s Fair man- 
agement for running excursion trains to Chicago 
from Indiana. These special excursion trains 
will be run on May 3. It is expected that 7,000 
passengers will be carried, 

It is predicted that throughout the Summer 
there will be large numbers of exeursion 
trains. They will prove profitable to the 
World’s Fair people inasmuch as an admission 
fee of 25 cents is exacted. ° 

That people waut to see what is going on is 
‘attested by the gate receipts. Within the last. 
seven days 12,504 paying visitors entered the 
park. This made an average of 1,726 daily. 
Last Sunday there were 5,100 visitors. This 
makes good business for the fair. The receipts 
of one week netted $3,126, 

Gen. Miles received a letter from Gen. Scho- 
field thie morning practically granting Gen. 
Miles’s request for troops at Chicago during the 
four days in October when the dedicatory cere- 
monies at the World’s Fair occur. The details 
will probably be as.follows: 

Cavalry posta, not exceeding a battalion, from the 
Sixth, Seventh, and Ninth Regiments and the Fort 
Leavenworth battalion. 

Artillery.—Light batteries A and F of the Second 
and F of the Fourth Regiment, Cof the Tlurd, and 
K of the First. ; 

Infantry.—second, Third, Sixth, Fifteenth, and 
Nineteenth Infautries,the headquarters of the ‘Tenth 
Regiment, and eight companies at Fort Leavenworth. 

MONTICELLO, UL, April 29.—The general man- 
agers of the grand reunion and encampment of 
the surviving old soldiers of the North and 


South to be held at Chicago in the course of 
the World’s Fair have decided that there will 
be only one tlag displayed over that envamp- 
ment or used by those attending it, and that 
will be the Stars and Stripes, 

ALBANY, April 29.—There was a meeting of the 
managers of the World’s Fairin Chief Execu- 
tive Officer Donald McNaughton's office at the 


Capitol to-day, at which plans for the New-York 
State building were inspected. No conclusiou 
was reached, tliough the drawings submitted by 
McKim, Mead & White seemed best to suit the 
ideas of most of the managers. 

The building will contain, besides the State's 
exbibit, a restaurant, readiug room, information 
bureau, and lounging rooms for the benetit of 
Visitors irom this State to the fair. It is pro-

SILVER MEN TALK OF SHERMAN, LIN- 
COLN, AND “UNCLE JERRY” RUSK. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—There is joy among 
the Republican opponents of the Administra- 
tion over the refusal of Thomas C. Platt’s Re- 
publican convention to indorse President 
Harrison and instruct its delegates to the Min- 
neapolis Convention to vote for his renomina- 
tion. The silver Republicans are particularly 
well pleased, and those from Colorado think 
they see in yesterday’s work in Albany the be- 
ginning of the movement that will lessen Mr. 
Harrison’s grip on the White House about 
June 4, 

The one thing that bothers Mr. Harrison’s ene- 
miesis to select a candidate who has ‘ draw- 
ing” qualities sufficient to make him a formida- 
ble opponent of the’ President. For some time 
they talked of McKinley, but now they make no 
secret of the belief that he would not,stand a 
ghost of a chance against Harrison. John Sher- 
man, if he would consent to enter the lists, 
would undoubtedly be the strongest man that 
could be pitted against Harrison in the conven- 
tion. But the free-silvermen are not anxious 
to take up Sherman. They figure that if he 
were in the White House he would be as danger- 


ous an obstacle to their desires as Mr. Harrison 
ig at present. It would be jumping from the 
frying pan into the tire with a vengeance, they 
Bay, to help defeat one anti-silver man only to 
raise up apother in his place. 

Republitans who oppose Mr. Harrison for 
purely political reasons might be glad to turn 
to Sherwanif they believed be would go in for 
the nomination. Itis not longsince Mr. Sher- 
man declared that the thought of the Presi- 
dency no longer. had any charms for him; that 
he had been *‘sold out ” so often he proposed to 
make no further effort to gratify his ambition to 
round out his public career by spending four 
years in the White House. The memory of this 
declaration deters many from shouting for 
Sherman who would, if assured that he would 
recousider his determination, be only too glad 
to work vigorously for his nomination. 

These would like nothing better than an 
opportunity to support Blaine, but the latter 
has made his last campaign. If it came to a 
square fight between r. Harrison and Mr. 
Sherman, undoubtedly the sliver Republicans 
would support the latter. Mr. Harrison is the 
man they are gunning for. 

Strange as it may appear, it isa fact that 
some of the free-silver men are now discussing 
Robert T. Lincoln and“ Uncle Jerry’ Rusk as 
possible candidates. They are so anxious to 
find a man who is willing to make a fight for the 
nomination that they are not particular who he 
is or where he hails from,if he be strong and 
not opposed to free coinage. 

Mr. Lincoln has not given the world the bene- 
fitof his views or silver, and the silver men 
assume that he is ‘‘all right” on that important 
question. They place congiderable reliance 
upon the prestige of the name of Lincoln in their 
calculation. Nobody seems to know whether 
Mr. Lincoln would consent to the use of his 
name at the convention or not. 

“Uncle Jerry’ has given no indication that 
the Presidential bee has taken possession of his 
bonnet, although he undoubtedly knows that he 
is being talked about. 

Altogether the situation in the Republican 
pane 4 is growing interesting, with the President 
much more concerned over the outcome than he 
was a few days ago.

The only other Commodore likely to be de- 
tailed for this duty,in the event of Walker's 
refusal to accept it, would be Commodore 
Gillis, who completed a tour of sea duty in 
August of last year, and who is now on waiting 
orders. The other Commodores, with the ex- 
ception of Commodore Brown, are supplied 
with congenial shore duty, mainly as com- 
mandants of navy yards. 

LIBERALS WIN IN TORONTO. 

Toronto, Ontario, April 29.—Bye-elections 
held in this city and Welland to-day resulted in 
Liberal victories. That in this city, where the 
election was to filla vacancy in the leoa! Leg- 
islature, excited rather more than usual inter- 
est from the fact that one of the candidates, E. 
A. Macdonald, was an annexationist, and it was 
heid by some that the number of votes cast for 
him would indicate the strength of the annexa- 
tion feeling here. As a& matter of fact the 
candidate was considered by many annexa- 
tionists as unfit to bear their standard, and 
there is no doubt that he was badly cut. Any 
effort on the part of those opposed to annexa- 
tion to construe the result as a triumph of their 
views is likely to meet with ridicule from the 
fact that out of a total of 9,668 votes, Mac- 
donald received ae | 172. 

‘The significance of the result lies in the eleo- 
tion of the Liberal candidate, N. G. Bigelow, by 
a wajority of 154, with a very small vote cast. 
Itis many years since Toronto elected a Lib- 
eral, and until last year Welland was safely 
Conservative. The Liberal candidate there was 
elected to-day.

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GEN. WILLIAM WELLS DEAD. 
AL Stns SOME 
HE DIES SUDDENLY WHILE ON A BUSI- 
NESS TRIP TO NEW-YORK. 


Gen. William Wells, one of the best-known 
citizens of Vermont, who was prominently 
spoken of last yoar as likely to be the successor 
of Secretary of War Proctor in President Harri- 
son’s Cabinet, died suddenly yesterday after- 
noon in a William Street business house. 

He had come to this city, accompanied by 
Mrs. Wells, on a business trip, and was staying 
at the Windsor Hotel. 

Ex-Senator Edmunds, an old friend of Gen. 
Wells, took charge of the body and had it taken 
to an undertaker’s, where, at Mr. Edmunds’s re- 
quest, it was viewed by a Coroner, who granted 
&@ permit for its removal out of town. 

It is understood that Gen. Wells’s death was 
oanused by heart disease, 


Gen. Wells was born in Waterbury, Vt., Deo. 
14, 1837. He was educated in the academies of 
Vermont and New-Hampshire, and on reaghing 
manhood became a merchant. In September, 
1861, he enlisted in the First Vermont Cavalry, 
becoming First Lieutenant Oct. 14 and Captain 
Nov. 18 of the same year. 

Oct. 30, 1862, he was made Major and took 
part in Gen. Nathaniel P. Banks’s Shenandoah 
campaign and Gen. John Pope’s Virginia cam- 
paign, after which he served in the Cavalry 
Corps of the Army of the Potomac. From Au- 
gust, 1864, to March, 1865, he served under 
Sheridan in the Shenandoah Valley, after which 
he returned to the Army of the Potomac. 

He was inade Colonel of his regiment June 4, 
1864; was brevetted Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers Feb. 22, 1865, receiving his full commis- 
sion May 14. He was brevetted Major General 
March 30. 

Gen. Wells commanded the Second Brigade of 
the Third Cavairy Division in the Army of the 
Potomac, and for some time was at the head of 
that division. After June, 1865, he commanded 
the First Separate Brigade of the Second Army 
Corps at Fairfax Court House. He was engaged 
in pumerous battles and skirmishes, and was 
twice wounded. On Jan. 15, 1866, he was mus- 
terd out. 

Gen. Wells was in the Vermont Legislature 
from 1865 to 1866, served as Adjutant General 
and Inspector General of the State from 1866 
to 1872, then as Collector of Internal Revenue 
=e 1885, and as State Senator from 1886 to 

887. 
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THE TRIAL OF HETHERINGTON. 


SOME DETAILS OF THE CASE AS GIVEN 
BEFORE CONSUL TILLOTSON. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—Advices received 
here give some interesting details of the trial of 
Lieut. Hetherington of the United States steamer 
Marion, at Yokohama, who on the 9th inst. was 
acquitted of the charge of murdering George 
Gower Robinson, whom he had accused of un- 
due intimacy with his wife. The court was 
opened on March 31 by the United States Con- 
sul, Gen. Tillotson, who sat as Presiding Judge 
in the case. 

Attorney Tison for the prisoner referred to 
the difficulty he had experienced in getting the 
witnesses together, and said there were persons 


going around with padlocks on their lips 
so that they might say nothing of what 
they knew of the case. Robinson had, no 
doubt, been identified with the community, 
and nodoubt the matter was painful, but there 
was another community across the soa, which 
had also to be considered and with which the 
accused had been identified. 

Counselreviewed Hetherinugton’s career, which, 
he said, had been one of honor, and he finally 
claimed that in shooting Robinson he had 
only acted for the protection of the honor of 
his family. 

The taking of testimony for the defense ocou- 
pied a week. 

Mrs. Bartlett, wifo of Capt. Bartlett, testified 
that she knew Robinson had taken Mrs. Hether- 
ington to private theatricals. Hetherington came 
to witness on Dec.27 and asked her to take care of 
his child, as Mrs. Hetherington was going home 
Tuesday. Hetherington was disturbed and told 
witness his wife had deceived him. He showed 
witness a letter from Robinson to Mrs. Hether- 
ington, upon the strength of which he said his 
wifg was a guilty woman and not a ft person to 
take care of his child. 

Hetherington was himself placed on the 
stand. He told his life’s history, and gave the 
details of his marriage to his wife, with whom 
he had been much impressed when as Miss 
Hewes he first became acquainted witn her at 
the place st which she was pursuing her 
stadies—Vassar College.

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MAY DAY RIOTS FEARED 


ANXIETY REGARDING THE WORK- 
INGMEN’S DEMONSTRATIONS. 


FRANCE ESPECIALLY AFRAID OF DIS- 
ORDERS—WHOLESALE ARRESTS OF 
ANARCHISTS — TROOPS ALREADY 
MASSED IN READINESS. 


Paris, April 29.—The many dynamite out- 
rages of the past few months have causeda 
feeling that, despite the reiterated assurances 
of the authorities that no trouble will occur on 
May Day, the 1st of May will witness rioting 
and bloodshed, not only in Paris, but also in the 
various labor-employing sections throughout 
the country. 

The police will attempt to prevent any speech- 
making on the streets, and a large force of mili- 
tary will be held in réadiness to aid them if itis 
required. In addition to the regular force sta- 
tioned in Paris, the garrison has been rein- 
forced by the Third Hussars and the Ninth 
Dragoons. Six regiments of cavalry stationed 
near the city will be held in readiness to start 
at once for Paris on receipt of signal. 

On Sunday, in order that not a moment will be 
lost if their services are required, the horses of 
the cavalry will be kept saddled and bridled 
from daybreak. The men will also be equipped, 
and as soon as ‘‘ boots and saddles” is sounded 
the regiments will be ready to gallop to wherever 
they are summoned. After to-night all the 
troops will be confined in their barracks to 
await orders. Every man will be ready for in- 
stant service. Their arms will be piled, and 
each soldier will carry thirteen packets of ball 
cartridges. 

All the public buildings and monuments will 
be guarded by soldiers placed at intervals, while 
others will be concealed, to prevent their direct 
contact with the crowd until it is necessary. 

The public galleries of the Bourse were closed 
to-day in consequence of the receipt of letters 
by the Syndic threatening to blow up the 
Bourse. A bomb with a half-burned fuse at- 
tached was found in the Rue Fleurus to-day. 
Two loaded bombs were found near the Church 
of St. Denis. The managers of the large Eng- 
lish and American shops near the Grand Opera 
House have received threatening letters declar- 
ing that every house that is not French will be 
blown up. 

L’ Echo de Paris to-day publishes what pur- 
ports to be an interview with the Anarchists 
who caused the explosion at M. Very’s restau- 
rant, who say that explosions will begin again 
in a fortnight. The waiter L’Herot, who in- 
formed the police of Ravaciol’s custom of din- 
ing at Very’s restaurant, has left Paris on ac- 
count of the numerous threatening letters he 
has received. 

The police made another raid upon houses 
occupied by Anarchists to-day, but it has not 
yet been made public how many men were ar- 
rested. Two soldiers were arrested at Mar- 
seilles on suspicion of being in communication 
with Anarchists. Five Italiqm Anarchists were 
arrested at Nice and expelled from France. 
Three Anarchists were arrested at Choisy-le-Roi. 

Allof the recent incendiary fires in the Town 
of Langeac .were caused by infernal machines 
containing inflammable materials in addition 
to explosives. Several of the burned houses 
were first drenched with petroleum. Three per- 
sons suspected of being incendiaries have been 
arrested. The streets of the town are patroled 
by gendarmes. 

The Sub-Préfecture at Espalion was burned 
to-day. The fire is attributed to Anarchists. 

The police of Laon, Department of Aisne, to- 
day rawoved a number of Anarchist placards 
that had been affixed tothe walls of the Pré- 
fecture of Police, the Mayoralty, the Law 
Courts, and many private houses, The placards 
declared that these buildings would bo blown up. 

MADRID, April 29.—The Minister of War has 
sent instructions to the Provincial Governors 
for theirguidance on May Day. Military detach- 
ments must occupy astrategical positions 
wherever public meetings are held, and at the 
least sign of a riot the soldiers must charge and 
disperse the mob without waiting for martial 
law to be proclaimed. 


The secret plottings of the Anarchists to make 
trouble on May Day in Barcelona received a 
severe blow to-day. Proclamatious couched in 
the most violent language had been stealthily 
distributed by the workingmen’s associations 
through the workshops of that city, and these 
were followed by a manifesto calling upon the 
workingmen to rise and wipe outcapitalists and 
employers of all kinds, 

The police acted promptly. Every working- 
men’s club in the city was surrounded by police, 
and a raid was then made upon the occupants of 
the clubrooms. The result was the capture ofa 
large number of Anarchists who will lose their 
liberty until after May Day at least. Among 
the prisoners was Vincente Lorenzo, an intimate 
friend of Ravachol, the Paris Anarchist, and 
the leader of the Barcelona Anarchists. 

The various merchants’ associations of Bar 
celona have offered to assist the authorities in 
preserving order on May Day. 

The Government has ordered the suppression 
of all Anarchist clubs at Catalonia. 

BRUSSELS, April 29.—Very general prepara- 
tions have been made throughout Belgium for 
the celebration of May Day. ¢In most places na 
special measures have been takon by the police. 
At Charleroi the celebration is in the hands o! 
the Knights of Labor, who have undertaken, ag 
in previous years, to maintain order in their 
ranks. 

One of the editors of the Peuple, M. Defnet 
who is Secretary General of the Belgian Miners’ 
Union, says: 

“The non-Socialist unions, which heretofore 
have taken no partin the celebration, will tris 
year be represented. The Typographical 
Union, for example, one of the first labor organ- 
izations of Belgium, has voted unanimously to 
take part. It is not affiliated with the labo! 
party, aud is simply devoted to the interests of 
the craft. The mutual benefit societies, with a 
membership of 10,000, wiil likewise take part. 

“It is possible that the authorities may not 
permit a demonstration at Liege, where in 1886 
the signal for disorder was given. In any 
event, the Mayor of Liege will have the entire 
force of military under arms on the lst of May. 

“ The principal demonstration will take place 
at La Louvitre. At the Place des Martyrs, ai 
La Louviére, as also on the plain of Ten Bosche, 
at Brussels, the Labor Party has erected large 
stands for speakers, asis done on similar occa- 
sionsin England. At least 350,000 people in 
the entire country will take part, made up of 
ail classes of laboring people, while in previous 
years the 120,000 miners have been almost the 
only ones to celebrate the day.” 

BERLIN, April 29.—The 1st of May will be 
celebrated in Berlin by meetings in various 
breweries and public halls. Speechmaking, 
singing by Socialistic musical societies, and gen- 
eral fraternization will be the order of the day. 
No public processions are proposed, nor wil 
any be tolerated by the police. A special May 
Day journal will be printed and distributed 
among the workingmenx. The police will be 
ready te quell any disturbance at its very com- 
mencement. 

Nearly all the meeting places are in beer 
parks. Tickets at 20 pfennigs (5 conts) each 
will entitle the holders to entrance at any of 
these places. Policemen in plain clothes and 
some in uniform will be scattered among the 
crowds, while large reserves will be placed in 
retired positions near by, so as to be ready at 
the first call. 

There was astrong suspicion among the of- 
ficers of the troops stationed at Halle that the 
men were being approached by Socialists with a 
view of weakening their allegiance to the Goy- 
ernment, and to-day an unexpected search wa: 
made of the barracks. The result verified the 
suspicions, for in the men’s quarters there were 
discovered a number of Socialistic manuseripts 
setting forth the wrongs under which the 
soldiers } 
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nes hada any effect upon the troops, who, the of- 
ficers say, have read it more from curiosity and 
a@ilack of other reading matter than to become 
acquainted with and upholdere by mutiny of 
‘the doctrines therein set forth. 

Rome, April 29.—Forty Anarchists have been 
parrested in Florence. In the City of Carrara, 
‘where the great marble quarries are situated, 
‘thirty arreste were made last evening. Eight 
men have been taken into custody in the City 


of Rimini, while many others have been 
peized in the Cities of Ravenna, Ancona, and 
Bologna. 


Twelve men were arrested in this city last 
evening, making a total of forty-eight prison- 
ers. The police have also seized the entire 
issue of a new paper published in the interests 
of the Anarchists and bearing the title of the 
First of May. 

The environs of the Town of Ventimiglia, 
eighteen miles from Nioe, on the Mediterranean, 
are being closely watched by the police for 
Pini, the Italian desperado, who is suspected of 
being the author of the recent disastrous ex- 
plosion in the café of M. Very, in Paris, and who, 
it is thought, fled to Italy as soon.as the crime 
‘was commited. 

Lonpon, April 29.—May Day in England 
ue to be peacefully observed. The cele- 

ration of the day will be confined to a demon- 
stration in Hyde Park under the. auspices of the 
London Trades Council. This demonstration 
‘will probably be confined to speeches. It has 
already been arranged that sixteen platforms 
shall be erected, from which relays of speakers 
will address the crowd. The list of speakers in- 
cludes the names of Cunninghame Graham, the 
Socialist who represents the Northwest 
Division of Lanarkshire inthe House of Com- 
mons;Tom Mann and Ben Tillett, the labor 
leaders, and Stepniak and Volchowsky, the 
exiled Russian Nihilists. 

Resolutions will be adopted at each of the 
Hyde Park meetings declaring that the estab- 
lishment of an international eight-hour day will 
be the most important step toward the ultimate 
freedom of the workingmen and urging Pariia- 
ment to pass the eight-hour law. 

Nearly 100 foreign Anarohists:are said to have 
arrived in London during the past week, but 
the revolutionists declare thatthe greater por- 
tion of them are sham Anarohists.sent by the 
Continental police to watch and report the do- 
ings of refugees in London. 

A mysterious incident which many persons 
connect with the Anarchists and their prepara- 
tions for May Day occurred at Fleetwood Tues- 
day night. A sentry who was on guard at the 
magazine there was attacked by two men, who 
knocked him down and endeavored to take his 
rifiefrom him. During the struggle the sentry 
managed to touch the electric bell communicat- 
ing with the guard room. The men-then fied. 








NEW HOME FOR A PRINCE. 
SANDRINGHAM HALL PROBABLY TO 
BE GIVEN UP. 


LonpDon, April 29.—The Prince and Prineess 
of Wales will stay in Paris over Sunday. 

Rumors are current that the Prince of Wales 
will give up Sandringham Hall, his country 
seat, where the Duke of Clarence and Avondale 
died, and in its stead will take possession of 
Welcombe House, situated on a splendid piece 
of ground two miles from the town of Stratford. 
This house was built by Mark Phillips from the 
proceeds of a big cotton deal by which Mr. Phil- 
lips secured a large amount of money. It was 
afterward occupied by his brother, a former 
member of the House of Commons from Bury. 

The residence is romantically built ina hol- 
low, the surrounding high country sheltering it 
from storms. Itis reported that the agent of 
the Prince of Wales, who had been looking over 
the place, was highly pleased with the house 
and its surroundings, but took exception to the 
proximity of a public footpath which passes 
close to the house. 

The Duke and Duchess of Fife have been in 
town all week. They take a horseback ride 
daily in Rotten Row, appearing on that fashion- 
able thoroughfare before 9 o’clook in the morn- 
ing. 


LAWLESS AFGHAN SOLDIERS. 








OUTRAGED VILLAGERS ATTACK AND 
PUNISH THEM SEVERELY. 


Lonpon, April 29.—A dispateh from Pesha- 
wer, a city of India near the Afghan frontier, 
states that the troops of the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan, stationed in three villages between Herat 
and Bamian, have been treating the inhabitants 
in such an outrageous manner, holding neither 
their property nor womankind sacred, that the 
men of the villages’ joined forces and made at- 
tacks upon the soldiers. 

The troops sustained a severe defeat and at 
last reports were holding out against extinction 
behind barricades. The populace is thoroughly 
aroused and determined to wipe out the long- 
etanding scores against the soldiery, who have 
treated the villagers far worse than an enemy 
would have done. 

The situation is threatening and reinforce- 
ments are being hurriedly dispatched from 
Herat, Candahar, and Oabul.

STIR OVER A CUT RATE ON BINDERS’ 
TWINE. 


CuicaGu, April 29.—A stir has been created in 
Western freight circles by the discovery that a cut 
rate is being quoted on shipments of binders’ twine 
trom New-York to Missouri River points via lake 
and rail. It was at first supposed that the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City was the guilty road west 
of Chicago, and charges were preferred against that 
Jine by certain of its competitors. It was claimed 


that the Missouri Pacific, in connection with the 
Toledo, 8t. Louis and Kansas City Road, nad offered 
to give Eastern shippers arate 35 cents per hundred 
ands on binders’ twine from New-York to Kansas 
ty but could not get the business even on that 
reduced figure, because a lower rate was offered by 
another line. 

An investigation by the Chairman of the Western 

= ht Association proved that the Chicago, St. 
and Kansas City was entirely innocent of 
the charge made against it, but it also proved that 
the out rate on the com ity in question was really 
in offset, and that it was as low as 35 cents per 100 
pounds, {New-York to Kansas City. The route by 
which this rate is quoted is composed of the Anchor 
ne, rail and lake to Chicago; the Chicago and 
Alton to Alton, Ill, and the Kansas City Packet 
Company to Missouri River Points.

I confess that I prepared it in a shorter 
time than usual, because tha Mayor wanted to 
sign it before he went out of office. 

“T had tinished it Thursday evening, and it 
was placed in Mayor Cleveland’s hand at about 
supper time. Isuppose he has signed it, thoagh 
I cannot speak positively about that.”

Among the anti Harrison Republicans 
who congregate at the national capital 
there are none whose opposition does the 
President more honor than the uncompro- 
mising advocates of the freecoinage of sil- 
ver.

Now that the time is at hand when 
licenses for the sale of liquor are to be re- 
newed for another year, the Board of Edu- 
cation ought to make a vigorous effort to 
prevent the relicensing of places which are 
in the vicinity of schoolhouses, It has 
promised to do all in its power to put an 
end to the evilof having drinking saloons 
and evil resorts within 200 feet of school- 
houses. When the Excise Board was asked 
to revoke the licenses of places so situated, 
it pleaded that it had no power to do it 
so long as the holders of licenses were 
guilty of no violation of the law. It un- 
doubtedly has the power to decline to re- 
new the license of any place that isin the 
“immediate vicinity” of a schoolhouse, 
for the licensing of such places is forbid- 
den by the iaw, and it would be a very 
moderate application of its requirement te 
permit no saloons on the same block with a 
schoolhouse or within 200 feet of it on the 
same street. The Excise Board should be 
furnished with a full list of places which 
are now within those bounds and should be 
forcibly urged to renew none of the licenses 
for such places.

As is well known, the fast protected 
cruisers No. 12 and No. 13 cannot perma- 

retain the nicknames of Pirate and 





Corsair, which have been popularly con- 


ferred on them while awaiting their formal 
christening. The law requires that ves- 
sels of this size should take the names of 
States, and the two States that are selected 
in the present instance may well be pleased 
with the honor. But the suggestion that 
Alabama and Florida should be called 
upon for this purpose strikes us as any- 
thing but felicitous. It is true that the 
original Alabama and Florida were notori- 
ous commerce destroyers, and that the de- 
struction of hostile commerce in ease of 
war is to bea particular function of the 
new triple-screw vessels, But it was 
American commerce that was ravaged by 
the ship which the Kearsarge happily sent 
to the bottom of the sea, and she was also 
British built, British armed, and British 
manned, whichis another point of differ- 
ence between her and Cruiser No. 12. Of 
course, we sometimes see a new ship bear- 
ing the name of a conquered enemy, but 
even on that ground the proposed selection 
would not be judicious. Alabama and 
Florida may have their turns in our naval 
nomenclature should we ever possess first- 
class vessels enough, but they should have 
other namesakes than the two 7,350-ton 
cruisers.

The London papers report a little debate 
in the House of Commons which throws 
some light upon the English difficulty in 
governing Ireland. A private in the Brit- 
ish Army had been ordered by his officer to 
throw away a shamrock he was wearing in 
his uniform cap on St. Patrick’s Day, and 
had refused to obey the order, whereupon 
he was court-martialed and punished. Sev- 
eral of the Irish members demanded an 
assurance that his punishment should not 
prejudice his advancement in the service, 
and this gave rise to the debate, at the 
close of which the Secretary of War gave 
the required assurance. Of course, there 
was no alternative to punishing the 
man’s insubordipation, but everybody, 
except a British officer, can réadily 
understand that an order to throw 
away a shamrock on &t. Patrick’s Day 
would be received by an Irish private 
as av insult to himself and to his country.. 
It appears that the Irishman was serving 
in a Welsh regiment, which on St. David’s 
Day had turmed out with the national 
leeks in their caps, and that the Irishman, 
who was forbidden to show his own na- 
tional emblem on his own national holiday. 
had been forced to wear that of his com- 
rades’ nationality. The British incapacity 
to allow for the sentiments of the most 
sentimental of people is vividly illustrated 
in this little incident, and it is this inca- 
pacity that has always constituted one of 
the chief obstacles to British rule iu Ire- 


land.

The project of returning the captured 
battle flags to Mexico, which was rushed 
through the Senate two months ago, does 
not appear to be making much further 
progress. It originated in the suggestion 
of Mr. RYAN, our Minister to Mexico, that 
it would be “‘a generous and neighborly 
act,” and the bill for the purpose was 
passed by the Senate unanimously. It has 
ever since, however, hung fire in the House 
committee, which seems to haye doubted 
whether the Senate’s action was well con- 
sidered. Of course, these trophies might 
very well be spared, especially since there 
is a good-sized, tract of territory at the 
West that is not to go back. But we are 
not to suppose that any wish was expressed 
in Mexico for the return of flags taken on 
the battlefield, and, so far as we are aware, 
no special occasion has been discovered 
why such a demonstration of neighborly 
feeling is required at this particular time. 
Since the sentiments of our people toward 
Mexico are really very friendly, the mat- 
ter is now left in ratheran awkward shape, 
for the merit of all acts of this character 
is in their promptness. It looks very much 
as if the project had been pigeonholed; 
but should it ever be called up again, the 
lesson ought be to think over its merits 
beforehand and to ascertain its chances of 
success, 


AN OPPORTUNITY FOR GOP. 
FLOWER. 

One of the most far-seeing politicians 
and one of the most sagacious leaders that 
the Democratic Party in the State of New- 
York ever had was the late SAMUEL J. 
TILDEN, and no man was ever a more 
thorough Democrat. When the corrup- 
tions and abuses of the old Tweed ring 
were exposed, he was quick to see the ter- 
rible damage they were likely to cause to 
the party and the necessity of prompt and 
vigorous action to redeem its record. He 
took a leading part in the prosecution of 
those engaged in the great frauds perpe- 
trated by the ring, and arrayed the evi- 
dence against them in a masterly manner. 
He took hold of the Tammany organiza- 
tion itself and set about its regeneration. 
He recognized the need of carrying 
the policy of reform into legislative action 
and securing the enactment of measures 
which would afford protection against the 
repetition of such wrongs. In the full 
vigor of maturity and with a reputation 
already national, he was not above 
seeking a place in the lower branch of the 
Legislature for the purpose of working for 
the needed legislation. He became a mem- 
ber of the Assembly of 1872, and was the 
leading spirit in framing the laws which 
displaced the old Tweed charter and pro- 
vided safeguards for fair elections in the 
City of New-York. In the Tweed days 
fraud had been rampant at the polls, and 
false registration, repeating,.and manipu- 
lating election returns were among the 
means by which the ring had gained and 
maintained its power. This was one of the 
abuses which brought the greatest discredit 
upon the Democratic Party in the State, 
and was felt as a disgrace throughout the 
Nation. It aided materially in the sweep- 
ing triumph of the Republicans in the cam- 
paign of 1872. 

One of the most important results of Mr. 
TrLpEn’s efforts in the remedial legislation 
of that year was the revision of the elec- 
tion laws of this State, and especially the 
provisions applying to the City of New- 
York. One of the most valuable of these 
provisions was that which secured abso- 
lute fairness in the conduct of elections by 


giving each party en equal representation 


upon the boards of election officers. For 
twenty years it has accomplished that pur- 
pose and made the election returns of the 
City of New-York unassailable, however 
much might depend upon the result. It 
has removed even the suspicion of 
fraud and given the public mind as- 
surance that when the polls closed on 
election day the will of the people was 
safely registered. What was the effect of 
Mr. T1ILpEN’s part in these reform move- 
ments upon himself and his party? In 
1874 he became the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, and, in spite of the opposi- 
tion of all the corrupt elements, was elect- 
ed over Gen. Dix by more than 50,000 
plurality, redeeming his party from the 
obloquy of the past. As Governor, he at- 
tacked the canal ring of the State and 
gained further prestige as a reformer, and 
this made him a candidate for the Presi- 
dency and gave him the Electoral vote of 
New-York by another great majority. 

Yhere is nothing to-day more menacing 
to the Democracy of this State than the 
misguided attempt to undo a part of 
TILDEN’s work in the reform of the election 
laws by reducing the number of Election 
Inspectors in each district in this city from 
four to three, and giving their appointment 
into the hands of a Tammany Police Board. 
Whether or not it is intended to open the 
way for frauds and abuses such as flour- 
ished in the old days, it will be so con- 
strued and will furnish the most telling 
material for attacks upon the Democratic 
Party in the State. The readiness of 
the enemies of the party to seize upon 
it for that purpose has already been 
shown. In his letter to the Repub- 
lican Convention Mr. WarNER MILLER 
gave as one of the things which he believed 
the people of the State were “ready to re- 
buke,” “thd unjust change of the elec- 
tion laws.” The platform of that conven- 
tion denounced the Legislature “for its 
return to the methods of TWEED in its in- 
iquitous measure conferring upon Tam- 
many officials absolute control of the Boards 
of Election Inspectors in the City of New- 
York.” Fortunately that measure has not 
reached the final stage of enactment. It is 
still in the Governor's hands, and he has 
the opportunity of averting the injury with 
which it threatens his party. Its passage 
was a political blunder. 

There has been sufficient evidence in this 
and other States that the people admire in 
their public men, more than aught elge, a 
display of courage and firmness in protect- 
ing some important interest. There ought 
to be little need of courage in this case, and 
if the Tammany leaders are wise they will 
acquiesce in the action of Gov. FLOWER in 
withholding approval from the Election 
Inspectors bill. _At all events, if he has 
any appreciation of public sentiment, any 
clear-sighted regard for the interests of the 
Democratic Party, any of the sagacity that 
is essential to leadership in politics, he will 
emulate the spirit of TimpEN rather than 
yield further obedience to the successors of 
TWEED. He has the opportunity of doing 
his party a great service and should throw 
his influence with those who are now striv- 
ing to free it from the load of odium which 
has been piled upon it by a few greedy and 
self-seeking ** bosses.”

MLEOD ON CONSOLIDATIONS. 


When President McLrop of the Reading 
Railroad Company and Anthracite Coal 
Trust was testifying before the Senate 
committee in this city, he sought to defend 
the making of such Trusts by pointing to 
the consolidation of certain railroad com- 
panies that had originally operated inde- 
pendently several consecutive parts of a 
continuous line of road. Other profes- 
sional defenders of schemes for the sup- 
pression of competition make a similar use 
of such consolidations in their pleas for 
the illegal organizations which they have 
been induced to support. They sssume 
that the public cannot see the difference 
between a consolidation of the several 
parts of one continuous line of railroad 
and the speculative combination of paral- 
lel and competing roads or of competing 
factories in an industry 

Mr. McLxop went out of his way to in- 
vite the attention of the committee to the 
example which he professed to regard as 
one that could be cited to the great advan- 
tage of his side of the question, and no 
member of the committee ventured to point 
out that it really had no value in connec- 
tion with his argument. He said: 

“The experience of this very thing in other 
directions has shown that the people have been 
greatly benefited by just such consolidations as 


we arenow considering. For inatance, we will 
take the roads controlled by the VANDERBILTS.”’ 
He then showed how the tonnage of the 
Lake Shore and the New-York Central 
Road had increased in ten years, while the 
amount of their gross receipts had suffered 
scarcely any change. Continuing, he said: 
“Now if these roads had not reduced their ex- 
penses by consolidation, their certificates would 
not have been worth giving awaypto-day. Here 
is a practical demonstration of the benefits of 
consolidation. The people zet the benefit.” 


It is almost incredible that Mr. McLEop 
should have expected that the committee 
would swallow the assertion that a con- 
solidation of the two or more divisions of a 
through line between two cities was “ just 
such a consolidation as we are now consid- 
ering,” but the committee did swallow it 
without a word of protest. 

The consolidation of the parts of a con- 
tinuous through line of railroad—for ex- 
ample, the Several short lines which are 
now united under the management of the 
New-York Central between this city and 
Buffalo, and which were originally owned 
and operated by as many independent com- 
panies—is one thing and the combination 
of parallel and competing lines is decided- 
ly another. The Coal Trust has not united 
railroads by joining the ends of them in 
order that one continuous line from the 
mines to the seaboard and the seaboard 
cities shall be under the management of 
one company. It has made a combination 
of several competing roads, each of which 
by itself is a complete line between the 
points. 

Mr. McLxop spoke of the Lake Shore and 
the New-York Central, having in mind the 
virtual consolidation of consecutive roads 
which make up one through line from this 
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pee Bohrer Mr. Derrw knows some- 





that he recently expressed some opinions 
concerning the question which Mr. McLrop 
brought to the attention of the committee, 
Mr. Depew said: 

“ There is no question that the consolidation 
of the various linke which constitute the pres- 
ent New-York Central Railroad was an excel- 
lent thing for the people, for the State, and for 
the properties, There is no question that allied 
lines, asturally working together between 
certain defined termipi, like Chicago and New- 
York, oan be operated better and more econom- 
ically by one management, But the consoli- 
dating of all the competing lines between 
Chicago and New-York would he a misfortune 
and a calamity.” 

The purpose of those who unite a group 
of parallel or competing roads in a close 
combination is not to attain euch econo- 
mies as may be reached by the consolida- 
tion of consecutive parts of one continuous 
line, but to deprive the public of the bene- 
fits of competition in the business and in- 
dustries controlled by the members of the 
combination. It is to increase the profits 
of the combined roads by inoreasing the 
price of transportation of products to the 
people. 

The increase can easily be made after 
competition has been suppressed. Mr. Mc- 
Lrop and his associates, now absolutely 
controlling 92 per cent. of the output of 
anthracite coal and assisted by the com- 
pany which controls the remaining 8 per 
cent., have repeatedly increased the selling 
price of coal since the combination was 
made. It was their purpose to do this, and 
to gain from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 
per annum by the exaction. It was to pre- 
vent such a suppression of competition 
that the consolidation of parallel or com- 
peting railroads was forbidden in the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania, Mr. Mc- 
Leop knew very well when he was 
testifying that the example which he 
cited with some elaboration was not 
available for the defense of his illegal 
project. He knew that it was really worth 
no more than his ridiculous assertion that 
“the competition of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western and the Delaware 
and Hudson” would “ prevent the Trust 
from advancing the price of coal to con- 
sumers inthis State.” But the committee 
saw no flaw in his reasoning. 
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CONNECTICUT’S OPPORTUNITY. 

There is one thing the Connecticut Legis- 
lature, which will assemble again next 
Monday after a recess of nearly three 
months, may do, and ought to do, even if 
the two houses cannot agree on counting 
the Governor’s vote or on measures of rou- 
tine business. It ought to provide against 
the recurrence of a condition like that now 
existing, To this end, an amendment of 
the Constitution is necessary doing away 
with the requirement of a majority of all 
the votes cast in order to elect a Governor 
and other State officers, and allowing elee- 
tion by a plurality, as in other States, or as 
in the election of Representatives in Con- 
gress or of members of the Connecticut 
Legislature. This would eliminate the 
feature of election by the Legislature in 
case no one received a clear majority of all 
the votes, by reason of which, again and 
again, a person receiving fewer votes than 
another in the popular election has been 
made Governor. The present dead-lock and 
the consequent “holding over,” probably 
for an entire term, of several State officers 
who were not even candidates and did not 
receive a single vote at the last election, in 
November, 1890, are due to these condi- 
tions. Every one must acknowledge that 
the present situation is one for the avoid- 
ance of which almost any sacrifice of rever- 
ence for old instruments would be profit- 
ably made. 

The system of representation by which 
every town obtains at least one member of 
the lower house of the Legislature and no 
town has more than two, and each county 
has two Senators irrespective of its popu- 
lation, is also a rank injustice, and often 
operates to give the minority of the people 
of the State control of the Legislature, and 
through the Legislature control of the Ex- 
ecutive Department and representation in 
the United States Senate. All this unre- 
publican inequality and positive wrong is 
the result of conditions which have devel- 
oped since the Connecticut Constitution 
was adopted in the year 1818, and for 
which no reasonable provision has yet 
been made by amendments. The vote on 
the adoption of this Constitution in Octo- 
ber of thatyear was 13,918 votes for it and 
12,361 votes against it, an aggregate of 
26,279 votes. The total vote of Connecti- 
out in the last election of President was 
153,978. In 1818 the population of the 
State was very evenly distributed; now it 
is very unevenly distributed. The result 
is that Connecticut in its organic form of 
government departs further than any other 
State of the Union from the findamental 
republican idea—the equality of all citizens 
in political rights and power. 

There is pending now before the Con- 
necticut Senate a bill providing for sub- 
mitting to a vote of the people the 
question of holding a Constitutional Con- 
vention, and also for a prompt holding of 
such a convention if the people are in 
favor of it. The bill was introduced in 
the Senate last February and was referred 
to a committee of three, which it may be 
presumed is ready to report. It is sub- 
stantially a copy of one presented in the 
Legislature of 1873 by HenrRY B. Harri- 
son of New-Haven, one of the leading Re- 
publicans and an ex-Governor. Mr. SEy- 
MOUR, whointroducesit now, is a Democrat. 
If the Democratic Senate shall adopt it, 
the ‘Republican House cannot reject 
it without placing the Republican 
Party in an awkward position. The 
method of reforming the Constitution 
by specific amendment is a cumbrous one, 
An} proposed amendment must receive 
first the approval of a majority of the 
House of Representatives, after which it is 
published for information with the laws 
of that Legislature. In the next Leg- 
islature it must be adopted by a two- 
thirds majority in each branch, after 
which it must be submitted to the people. 
This process, since the term of legislators 
has been extended to two years, could 
hardly be gone through with in less than 
three and might occupy five years from its 
inception to its completion in effective op- 
eration. But it is possible by a convention 
to accomplish # complete revision of the 


needs to be remodeled in other particulars 
than those we have mentioned, within a 
single year. ; 

It is clearly the right of the people to re- 
construct their Constitution, and it is as 
clearly the duty of the Legislature, if any 
considerable part of the people signify a 
wish to do so, to provide an opportunity for 
determining whether or not that ig the will 
of the majority. To refuse this would be 
plainly unjust, and if, in fact, the refusal 
prevented the willof the majority from ob- 
taining expression, it wonld be downright 
oppression. So jealously is this popular 
right regarded in this State that it is pro- 
vided in the Constitution itself that the 
question, ‘Shall there be a convention to 
revise the Constitution and amend the 
same ?” must be submitted to a vote of the 
people in every twentieth year, and also 
at such other time as the Legislature 
may provide, It is almost three-quarters 
of a century (seventy-four years) since the 
Connecticut Constitution was adopted, 
and there has been no Constitutional Con- 
vention since, and but few amendments 
have been made to the organic law. If a 
proposition for a convention should now be 
favored by one party, and that a party 
which in recent elections has cast the 
largest vote, and the proposition should 
be defeated by the action of a minority 
party having under the existing Constitu- 
tion an unfair representation in the Legis- 
lature, it would be the height of audacity, 
and of absurdity too, for this party to pre- 
tend any longer to be a friend of popular 
rights and of government by the people. 

In its motive and in its potentiality this 
proposition to submit to the people the 
question of holding a Constitutional Con- 
vention is the most hopeful one that has 
been before the Legislature, and if it shall 
be adopted it will be about the only good 
action that can be expected of the body. 
But it would beso good that it would do 
much to offset its evil inaction. It would 
be building for the future if it did not re- 
lieve the present situation.

THE RIVERSIDE WATER FRONT. 


There can be little doubt that the Con- 
troller was in the right in insisting at the 
meeting of the Commissioners of the Sink- 
ing Fund on Friday that the land abreast 

of the Riverside Park and between the 
railroad tracks and the river should be 
acquired by the Department of Parks rath- 
er than by the Department of Docks. 
There was no doubt at all, however, 
that the city should at once rescue 
the land in question from the dangers 
of private ownership. These dangers have 
already begun to be realized. If nothing 
were done, that part of the land which 
does not already belong to the city would 
in a very short time be covered with com- 
mercial buildings of a kind which would, 
in such a situation, amount to nuisances. 
That is to say, these buildings would de- 
stroy the beauty of the Riverside Park, of 
which the chief beanty and the chief 
attractiveness consist in the view of the 
river, and would thus lessen the value of 
west side property and render of little 
avail the assessments which the owners of 
it have paid for the creation of the Park. 
It was imperative that the city should ac- 
quire the land at once in order to prevent 
this, and Mr. Myers was well advised in 
sacrificing to this obvious necessity his 
own view of the disposition that was to be 
made of the property. 

Of course it is not the business of the 
Dock Department to hold property merely 
lest it should be put to undesirable uses. 
As the Controller pointed out, that depart- 
ment cannot properly do anything with it 
except to build docks upon it, ang such an 
occupation would be a strictly commercial 
occupation, differing only in degree from 
that to avert which itis necessary for the 
city to acquire the land. Aline of docks 
would doubtless be resented by all the 
property owners along Riverside Park. 
A commercial water front is certainly not 
incompatible with the use of theland above 
and behind for residential purposes or for 
pleasure grounds, as is shown by the ex- 
ample of Brooklyn Heights. Buta line of 
docks and warehouses along Riverside 
Park would be much more destructive of 
the pleasure ground than is the line of 
docks and warehouses along Brooklyn 
Heights, where the elevation is much 
greater and more abrupt, although it is 
great and abrupt enough at Riverside to 
make the docks inaccessible, except at the 
points where traffic streets already cress 
the drive, considerably to its injury. 

If the city really needs this space for the 
accommodation of its shipping, it is to be 
expected that the interests of the park, 
and of the property owners near it, must 
give way. But that is a question of the 
future, and, so far as we can now judge, of 
the remote future. It will not become a 
practical question until the rest of the 
water front available for docks, not 
only on the island, but opposite to’it, 
has been occupied, and we are still 
a long way from that emergeney. 
In the meanwhile the Dock Department 
will be acting merely as the custodian of 
the city’s property ‘“‘ to dress it and to keep 
it”; and obviously this is a function for 
which that department has no special com- 
petency, while it is the express funotion of 
the Department of Parks. Until it is 
needed for docks the shore will be held 
merely as waste land, while if its area had 
been added to that of Riverside Park, it 
could have been improved at once into an 
addition to the attractions of that park and 
consequently of the city. 

Thése considerations justified the Con- 
troller in opposing the transfer to the 
Dock Department until it became evident 
that in no other way could the mischief 
and the danger of private ownership be 
averted, and the land acquired forthe city 
at a reasonable rate. When this was made 
clear he did right in withdrawing his op- 


ciate Commissioners who outvoted him 
stands in need of much explanation. 
It is not paying a very great compli- 
ment to the: Controller to say that he 
commands much more of the confi- 
dence of the respectable people of the 
city than they do. Granting that there was

A NEW CHURCH HOSPITAL. 


DESIGNED TO CENTRALIZE DISPENSARIES 
AND CLINICS. 


There will be opened to-day at 104 and 
106 West Forty-first Street a charitable work 
which is: both novel and praiseworthy—the 
Church Hospital and Dispensary of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church. The institution was 
incorporated Jan. 26, the incorporators includ- 
ing A. M. Palmer, Thomas L. James, Dr. Richard 
Kalish, John C, Haddock, John King, Appleton 
L. Olark, Dr. Edward Quintard, Chauncey M. 
Depew, Dr. Robert C, Myles, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Jr., Dr. Charles T. Parker, the Rev. J. Wesley 


Brown, the Rev. Dr. D. Parker Morgan, the Rev. 
George H. Houghton, the Rev. E. CampionAche- 
son, and the Rev. J. McKee Brown. 

Many of the Episcopal churches of the city 
have during the past few years established 
small Slepensarion and clinics of their own, de- 
voted ohiefly to the poor of their own parishes. 
The idea of the new movement is to centralize 
charitable work of this kind, and instead of 
having a large number of small and necessarily 
poorly-equipped places, to provide an institu- 
tion properes for a larger field of work and a 
more thorough way of doing it. 

The Church Hospital and Dispensary is the 
outgrowth of the Dispensary of the Church of 
the Transfiguration more, perhaps, than of any 
other, and Dr. Houghton has been especially in- 
terested in the new movement and has given it 
his heartiest support. The new hospital will 
receive patients and dispense drugs to all 
worthy applicants, irrespective of their re- 
ligious belief or the pers of the city in which 
they live. There will be a Secretary, who will 
devote his time entirely to investigating cases 
as they come in, and frauds and charlatans will 
receive little consideration. 

The feature of the new institution which is 
most novel to this country will be the system 
of “outside treatment.” There are many cases 
where the removal of the patient from his home 
is, to say the least, unadvisable, either from the 
nature of his disease or because of the conse- 
quences to his family. Tosuch cases this new 
institution intends to give special attention, and 
a corps of nurses and twelve visiting physicians 
will be provided to care for the patients in their 
homes. 

In this way it is expected that much good will 
be accomplished, and a sisterhood, to be known 
as the Nursing Sisters, will be established with 
the object of visiting and caring for patients in 
their own dwellings. It will probably be mod- 
eled after the similar sisterhoods connected 
with St. Bartholomew’s and St. Guy’s Hoapi- 
tals in London, but Dr. Alexander A. Smith is to 
go abroad this Summer for the purpose of 
studying up the matter. It is hoped that the 
sisterhood will be under the order of one of the 
numerous Protestant Episcopal sisterhoods of 
this city. 

The hospital and dispensary will have no 
“ gpecialties.’’ It will be a general hospital, and 
all cases that call for special treatment, like 
those of children, will be turned over to St. 
Mary’s or some similar institution. A nominal 
fee of 10 cents will be charged to all who can af- 
ford to pay it for prescriptions and treatment. 
There will be twelve or thirteen beds, although 
the hospital will have room for twenty-five or 
thirty -. 

The idea which has gained some currency 
that the new institution will interfere with St. 
Luke’s Hospital is entirely erroneous, and many 
of the same gentiemen are interested in both. 
It will not be antagonistic to that or any other 
hospital or dispensary in any way. The old 
Lat gay vate gpee Dispensary, on Pacific Place, 
will be done away with entirely, and it is hoped 
that others will come in of their own accord, but 
no efforts will be made to draw them in. 

The hospital and dispensary is ag mee en- 
tirely by private subscriptions and donations, 
and includes in its list of honorary patron- 
esses Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr., Mrs. James 
J. Goodwin, Mrs. T. L. James, Mrs. Julien Cat- 
lin, Mrs. Alexander 8.

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ENGLAND'S PICTURE SHOW 


JHE PRIVATE OPENING OF THE 
ROYAL ACADEMY. 


PAINTINGS WHICH WILL ATTRACT THE 
MOST ATTENTION—WHAT MILLAIS, 
ORCHARDSON, AND OTHER WELL- 
KNOWN MEN CONTRIBUTE. 


LONDON, April 29.—The private view at the 
Academy to-day attracted the usual crowd of 
celebrities. Among the visitors were the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Archdeacon Farrar, Mr. 
and Mr«, ;ladstone, Mr. Balfour, and Sir Wiiul- 
jam Vernon Harcourt. 

The amazing fertility of production which has 
of recent years been & feature of doubtful merit 
in the life of British art has this year shown no 
sign of slackening. Report said that no less 
than 31,000 subjects had been sent in, and, al- 
though this was an exaggeration, the total num- 
ber rejected was close on 6,0V0, 

Some of the best of the illustrious sixty-cight 
who have the honor of adding R. A. or A. R. 
to their names do not exhibit. Burne Jones is 
ill and can send nothing. We miss also Thomas 
Woolner, G. W. Leslie, H. H. Armstead, C, B. 
Birch, E. Armitage, T. Brock, G, F. Watts, and 
Seymour Luoas. 

Others of the recognized masters are less rep- 
resented than usual, and their absence has not 
@ compensation in the redundant presence even 
of their compeers, Thus, the President, Sir 
Frederick Leighton, has five canvases, showing 
his wonderful versatility, no doubt, but Cal- 
deron has only one, Millais two, W. Marsden 
one, and Dicksee but his diploma picture. 

Indicating what will probably be the pictures 
ofthe year, Milliaie’s landscape, ‘‘ Blow, Blow, 
Thou Wintry Wind,” Orchardson’s “‘ Napoleon 
at Longwood,” Pettie’s “ Ultimatum,” Riviere’s 
“Dead Hector,’ and Waterhouse’s “‘ Revenge 
of Circe” can be selected. The two first men- 
tioned take precedence of gnything in the Acad- 
emy for nearly every quality that distinguishes 
a great work of art. 

Millais’s subject is a snow-clad Highland 
moor. In the foreground a tall pine, its 
branches tossing in storm; underneath the 
tree, a woman clasping a child to her bosom, 
while the figure ofaman vanishingin the dis- 
tance completes the story. The wind-swept 
moor and storm-tossed pine, the sense of deso- 
lation conveyed in the general treatment, makes 
the painting one of the most effective the artist 
has yet produced. 

Orchardson’s Napoleon deals with an episode 
sequent to the “Napoleon aboard the Bellero- 
phon,” which he exhibited at a recent Academy. 
The scene is a meagrely-furnished apartment at 
Longwood, 8t. Helena. The prisoned conqueror 
is standing over a heap of maps upon the floor; 
his footis on one of them, his sword upon an- 
other, while he dictates to his secretary the his- 
tory of his campaigns. The dominant tone of 
the picture is gray. The walls are gray, the car- 
petis a neutral tint,and the figureofthe Emperor 
in white silk stockings, black pumps, coat and 
vest of white is without a touch of glowing col- 
or. The face, as he bends toward Las Casas, his 
secretary, has a biending of strength and 
sadness, withal a suggestion of eagerness 
and passion, that speaks of his having come to 
some passage in his narrative which bas roused 
frome flame of memory. Las Casas looks in- 
quiringly but dispassionately, desirous only to 
catch the right dictation. The artist has sought 
forand obtained acontrast between the two 
faces, pregnant with meaning as to the life of 
both. The room is utterly bare of decvration. 
On the left there is a glimpse of the bedroom, 
with the littl camp bed on which the con- 
queror died. Each detail has abundant mean- 
jung in this superb picture, masterly in tech- 
pique, broad in treatment, and simple yet 
forcible in conception. 

Of Sir Frederick Leighton’s five pictures, the 
largest, in point of size, is his ‘‘ Garden of the 
Hesperides,” and his fineat,in pointof execution, 
a small study called ‘‘ Clytie.” Small as this lat- 
ter picture is, compared with the President’s 
other pictures, itis more dramatic. The sun is 
setting bebind mountain slopes, the heavens 
are heavy with clouds, there are gloom and men- 
ace in the air, while low down on the terrace of 
a marble temple Clytie, with arms out- 
stretched, invokes, seemingly in vain, the help 
of Apollo. 

The same artist’s *“‘Garden of the Hesper- 
fides” is a spiendid rendering of the classio 
soyth, marvelously rich in color, brilliant, spir- 
ited, full of the glow of life, without being sen- 
puoUs. 

The sudject will not take with the general 
public so well as his other big canvas, ‘‘ The Sea 
Gave Up Its Dead.” This picture was originally 
designed to be worked out in mosaie for part of 
the interior of St. Paul’s. The subject was sug- 
gested by the Dean, and probably some outline 
as to treatment came from the same quarter, for 
the painting is a distinct variation from any- 
thing the artist has turned out of recent years— 
® gray and restless sea, bounded by bleak and 
‘barren rock, in the centre three figures rising 
from the waste of heaving waters. The central 
form of the three is a man of stately build, who, 
as he floats inte upper air, upholds with his 
right arm a woman, while with the other he 
graspsachild. Theeyes of the Man are open 
and looking upward in balf rapture, half ex- 
pectance; the woman has the hue of death still 
over her face, while the child clings to him with 
half-awake consciousness. On dim stretches of 
land the graves are opening, the dead appearing 
in their shrouds. The impressive Dantesque 
character of the work, its boldness, yet reti- 
cence, will attract many. A quality ef dignity, 
with which subjects of this nature ought to be 
l invested, is visible throughout. 

Mr. Pettie’s “‘ Ultimatum,” a steel-clad war- 
rior proffering peace or war—the latter pre- 
ferred—and his “‘ Prince Charlie” are powerful 
pictures. The study of the warrior recalls the 
best productions of this artist in the same genre 
Yo living artist can better convey on canvas the. 
owt, fearless, and flerce spirit of old war 
‘times. ln a Velasquez-like painting—now owned 
by his friend, William Black, the novelist, never 
;publicly exhibited—he has invested even the 
retined face of the author with a stern and rug- 
ged determination. The“ Prince Chanlie” has 

eater brilliancy, but is less true to the paint- 
na best characteristics. 
| Riviere’s ‘Dead Hector” isa grimly impres- 
ive study. The stricken warrior lies on a sandy 
beach, while round him prosvis a pack of raven- 
Sng, wolf-like dogs. Some influence seems to 

estrain them from getting at their prey. The 
Plue sea in the background heightens the weird 
effect of the picture. 

Alma Tadema has two portraits—that of 
AWaterhouse, R. A. and another, the Arch- 
deacon of Durham. The dominant colors in the 
firat are red and white, in the latter red and 
biack. They have both distinotive quality, but 
the artist has produced better and more careful 
‘work. 

Vicat Cole gives one of his favorite Thames 
g@tudies, a stretch of the river near the Houses 
‘of Parliament, with the flush of gunset spread- 
ing from behind the palace towers over the 
‘barges, boats, and dun-colored stream. Some 
rich effects are got out of the dark browne of 
the barge sails, the reds and greens and blues 
of the boats; even the grimy wharves and 
‘equalid river-side buildings are transfigured by 
the akillfully-handled lights and shadows of the 
picture. 

\ Calderon's work, “Farewell,” represents & 
maval officer,in uniform of last century, part- 
ing with his sweetheart. The painting is hardly 
likely to attract the notice which his Saint Eliza- 
beth of last year obtained, less from the in- 
trinsic merits of the work than from the senéa- 
tional discussion over its historic accuracy and 
“the offense it gave as a study in the nude— 
apropos of which it can be said that this year’s 

Academy has little that can rouse objection 

from prude or Puritan.

The larger canvas, “The Home 
Light,” shows a stalwart laborer, with baby on 
shoulder and wife trudging behind, drawing 
near their home, the lights of which gleam wel- 
come ever the snow. A small piece, “A Bra- 
bant Skater Girl,” presents a striking figure in 
seventeenth century costume, swinging vigor- 
ously along over the ice.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The Raum investiga- 
tion dragged somewhat to-day.

Boston. 

The first general business session of the league 
was held this morning in the parlors of the 


Lyceum Theatre. ‘The Postmasters—Method 
of Appointment, Term and Tenure,” was dis- 
cussed by K. Francis Wood. 

George William Curtis was re-elected Presi- 
dent of the National League with great enthusi- 
asm and entire unanimity. 

The following correspondence with President 
Harrison was read at the afternoon session by 
atone Foulke, who wrote under date of Dec. 26, 


Mr. Presipent:"tn the last Republican platform 
it was declared that the classified system “should be 
extended to all grades of the service to which it was 
applicable.” This declarayon was made a pledge, 
which the party promised vot to violate. In accept- 
ing the nomination you made this promise your own, 
expressipg your concurrence in your letter of ac- 
ceptance. In common with many others I labored 
earnestly for your election with confidence that this 
promise would be observed. 

The Civil Service Reform act designates Post Of- 
fices and Custom Houses having less than fifty em- 
ployes as offices to which the system is applicable by 
providing for ite extension to these places whenever 
ordered by you. The declaration of the platform 
could have no meaning ifit did not refer to suoh oili- 
ces. 

The able Civil-Service Commissioners appointed 

by you have repeatedly urged that this extension be 
made to Post Ottices having twenty-tive employes or 
more. Yetduring nearly three years of your term 
you have not made it. 
May I ask, with all respect, while this promise 
remains unfulfilled, how shail we know hereafter 
upon what pledge of the Kepublican Party or ite 
candidate we can rely! 


President Harrison writes in reply under date 
of Dec. 1, 1891: 


“T have not time this morning to discuss atany 
Jength the question which you present, or to attempt 
any restatement of what I havo attempted to do in 
the promotion of civil service reform movements 
since I have been here. My thought was that the 
first thing to do was to satisfy the country that the 
law was ing faithfully and impartially adminis. 
tered as to those offices already classified. 

“I think a good deal has been accomplished in that 
direction, and there has been an important extension 
of the classified service. The subject presented by 
ron as well a8 some other suggested movements, 
1a3 been having and will have my consideration; 
but I am not now prepared to announce any pro- 
gramme.”’ 


The following report of the Committee on 
Resolutions was read by Carl Schurz and was 
adopted: 

“The National Civil Service Reform League giad- 
ly acknowledges that, notwithstanding all violations 
of official pledges and inconsistency of official ac- 
tion, the increasing pressure of public opinion 
upon public officers secures a faithful observ- 
auce of the reform law of 1883, a greater 
reluctance to remove honest and eilicient employes 
for political reasons, & Sooper sense of shame in ox- 
torting political contributions from public employes, 
and the league congratulates all good citizens upon 
the constant and certain progress of reform. 

“The _—— Administration entered upon its 
duties with unprecedented promises from its party 
of thorough reform by extending the reformed sys- 
tem to all grades of the service to which it is appli. 
cable; by observing the spiritof the reform in all 
Executive appointments, and by repealing all 
laws at variance with the objects proposed 
A reform legislation, To fulfill these extraordinary 
pledges the President has appointed an admirable 
commission, which has enforced the requirements of 
the law and has awakened in the Southern States 
confidence in its honest operation, 80 that the quotas 
of appointments may be equalized among all the 
States, and has everywhere stimulated a wholesome 
apprehension, 

* Much has been accomplished for. reform by the 
force of pubiic opinion, by the fidelity of the Civil 
Service Commission, and by the action of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy during this Administration, but 
the solemn promises of the Kepublican platform of 
1888 have been broken, the voluntary pledges of the 
President are unfuifilled, and the claim of 
the Kepublican Party, however strong may be the 
sympathy of individual Republicans, to be distinctly 
the party of civil service reform, is not sustained by 
the course of the Administration, and against this 
gross breach of plighted faith with the people of the 
United States the National Civil Service Reform 
League earnestly protests, 
“But with these exceptions, the Administration 
has done nothing to falfili the pledges of extending 
the reformed system toall grades of the service to 
which it is applicable; the spirit of the reform has 
not been observed in all or in many Executive ap- 
ointments, and no effort bas been made to repeal all 
ows at variance with the objects of reform. 
“The Post Office service, including the employes 
of 60,000 Post Oflices, the Custom Houses, and other 
executive oifices, with the exception of the places 
within the classified system, have been rav- 
aged by party removals; political assessments, 
althoug happily greatly restricted by law 
and public opinion, have not been restrained; 
the power of patronage has been boldly exercised by 
thé Administration 1n factional quarrels, as in New- 
York, and the earnest recommendation of the Civil 
Service Commission for the removal of employes 
who have violated the civil service laws, as ir Baiti- 
more, have been wholly disregarded by the Presi- 
dent. 

“The National Postal Service contained on the 

lst of March, 1892, 106,459 persons, out of a total in 
the entire Executive, Judiciary, and Legisiative De. 
partments of 175,584. he arbitrary removais in 
the Post Office Service for political reasons alone 
must only impose upon the country the loss, delay, 
and expense which necessarily result from replacing 
efficiency and experience by ignvurance and inex- 
perience. 
“Phe practice 1s an antiquated political tradition, 
against which reason and good sense protest. Itisa 
-wrong which should be corrected by law, and we 
commend warmly, as measures of greatadvantage to 
the public service, the correction propeses by the 
Hon. Sherman Hoar in his bill providing for the re- 
moval of Postmasters onety for cause stated, and by 
the bill introduced by the Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
providing for the appomtment’ of fourth-olass Posat- 
masters without regard to politioal considerations. 

“The league regards also as a public measure of 
very great value and importance the bill introduced 
into the House of Representatives by the Hon. John 
F. Andrew of Massachusetts providing for the selec. 
tion by merit under equal conditions for every ap- 
plicant of the labor force of the Governmentin 
every department. Eminent public officers testify 
to the admirable practical working of this system in 
the cities of Massachusetts, where it has been estab- 
lished since 1885, and there is no reason ted ubt 
that it would be of the utmost benefit in the nu .on- 
al service. 

“ Believing that the power of removal should be 
vested in appoiniing oulicers, subject only to a sound 
discretion, the league holds that such officers should 
be panoved, so far as practicable of every temptation 
and every facility for the partisan exercise of such 
power. It therefore renews its demand for the re- 

eal of the acts known as the four-year laws which, 
by prescribing a fixed term of office, were designed 
to facilitate political removals, offering the oppor- 
tunity, which is eagerly embraced, for a monstrous 
abese ot the power of appointment. 

“The league calls atténtion to the fact that at the 
recent trial of persons charged with illegally assess- 
ing Government employes for em purposes 
Justice Bradley charged the jury hat the retention 
of the acensel in office by the Government was 
reason for considering them innocent, and at the 
same time the Government failed te remove them till 
they were criminaliy convicted. Thas, while the 
President does not remove until the offender is now 
convicted, and the offender is nut convicted because 
he is not removed by the President, the law is made 
of no otfect, 

«“ The league regrets that no punishment whatever 
should have been inflicted upon those —— es of 
the Baltimore Post Office proved by their asious 
to Commissioner Roosevelt to have violated both

TRUMPBOUR TALKS. 


SAYS HE NEVER HAD A DOLLAR 
OF THE BANK’S MONPY. 


KincstTon, N, Y., April 29.—“ So help me God, 
Iam innocent, and I never had a dollar of the 
bank’s money!” said Matthew T. Trumpbour 
the defaulting Assistant Treasurer of the Ulster 
County Savings Institution, in an interview 
with a reporter here to-day. 

“ The theory all along of the prosecution has 
been that I was an accessory while Ostrander 
was the principal. This they said in their in- 
dictment, but he was not only the principal 
but the whole thing. He was the man, yet 
he is being shielded, and they are striving to 
make me the scapegoat and try me before they 


do Ostrander. Why didn’t they show those 
checks at the trial? There was $75,000 of 
Ostrander’s and only $16,000 of mine, and I 
can pay them, and I have told themso. I am 
willing to pay them any time. 

“ All I want is to be used square. So help me 
God, I am innocent, and I never had a dollar of 
the bank’s money! That is what I have said all 
along, and I defy them to show that I ever said 
anything else." 

Reminded that Trustee Searing had sworn 
that be had heard him own up to taking money, 
Trumpbour characteyjzed Mr. searing’s state- 
ment as a lie. 

“ You sat near me through the trial, and you 
must have seen how I kept my nerve. I 
couldn't have done that unless I was innocent. 

Speaking of N. E. Brodhead’s testimony in re- 
gard to the alleged confession, Trumpbour 
said: “ I think ‘ Nickie’ is a conscientious man, 
and would not lie, but he misunderstood me as 
to the word ‘ it,’ when I said ‘ that was the way 
it was done.’ I meant about that bundle of 
checks and not that I had taken the $2,000. 

“Why, [knew nomore about that two-thou- 
sand-dollar check of Dr. Schoonmaker’s after it 
left my hands than youdo. Of course, I in- 
dorsed it. Van Nostrand, the bookkeeper, made 
up his bundle of checks to send off, and I in- 
dorsed them as Assistant Treasurer,” 

Speaking of the alleged confession of himself, 
printed in a New-York newspaper, Trumpbour 
said: ‘“ The reporter came to me and said: ‘Is 
Parker in this?’ and I said, ‘No; heis not in it at 
all,and he didn’t have anything to do with it 
or know a thing about it’ All that about Amasa 
Humphrey taking cribes is untrue. I never 
told him any such thing. That about Parker and 
Sharpe using the bank for political purposes 
was a lie. The reporter never mentioned 
Sharpe’s nametome. The only name he mwen- 
tioned was Judge Parker's, when he asked if 
‘ Parker was in this thing,’ and I told him Parker 
did not know anything about it 80 help me, 
God, the interview was entirely false.” 

Mr. Trumpbour is looking well. Neither he 
nor Ostrander appears to shrink from the public 
gaze, and they are seen more often on the streets 
than they were before the trouble came to the 
Ulster County Savings Institution. °

AWAY FROM THE HOUSE 


ONE WAS WRITING LETTERS, ANOTHER 
WAS AT THE DENTIST'S, WHILE A 
THIRD WAS AT THE RACES—A RE- 
FORM AMENDMENT INTRODUCED. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—In the House this 
morning the Speaker announced that the Ser- 
geant at Arms would make his report upon the 
arrest of absentee members. Col. Hill stated 
that nineteen warrants had been put in his 
hands. Two members he had failed to find, one 
had been called away on account of sickness in 
his family, and four were out of town. 

He had notitied the other twelve, and they had 
promised to be here this morning, The ab- 
sentee members were then summoned to the bar 
of the House to present their excuses. 

Mr. Bowers (Rep., Cal.,) said that he had been 
detained at home writing letters to people who 
wanted pensions or to be Postmasters, or who 
did not want other people to be Postmasters. Mr. 
Bowers was excused, on a yea and nay vote of 
130 to 65. 

Mr. Ellis (Dem., Ky.,) was also excused, as 
was Mr. Harter, (Dem., Ohio,) notwithstanding 
Mr. Caruth’s (Dem., Ky.,) appeal that he be 
tined one silver dollar. Mr. Hemphill’s (Dem.,8. 
C.,) visit to his dentist was considered a valid 


excuse for his absence, while Mr. MoDonald’s 
(Dem,, N. J.,) walk with some of his constitu- 
entsin whom he was interested—hits wife and 
children—was also deemed a sufficient reason. 

Mr. Meredith (Dem., Virginia,) was excused 
because he had gone to the race course to see if 
there were any evils to be remedied. Messrs. 
Pickler, (Rep., South Dakota,) Randall, (Rep., 
Massachusetts,)° Stackhouse, (Dem., South 
Carolina,) Tracy, (Dem., New-York,) and War- 
wick, (Dem., Ohio,) also presented suilicient 
reasons for their absence and were excused. 

Representative Bailey of Texas has prepared 
and introduced an amendment to the rules 
which, if adopted, will assure a large attend- 
ance of members. It directs the Sergeant at 
Arms to withhold at the end of each mouth the 
pay of a member until he tiles with the Ber- 
geant at Arms a written statement that he has 
pot been absent from the House during the 
preceding month. 

fa member nas been absent, and such ab- 
sence Was not necessary on account of sickness 
of himself or some member of his family, (the 
statement to set forth the exact number of days 
of absence occasioned by other than the above 
causes,) the Sergeant at Arms is to deduct the 
salary for the days on which such absence oo- 
curred, as provided in Section 40, Revised 
Statutes. 

Any violation of this rule by the Sergeant at 
Arms shall make him liable on his bond for all 
payments made contrary tothe provisions of 
Hection 40. 


PRESS SEATS AT CHICAGO, 

Upon invitation of the National Democratic 
Committee the standing committee of Wash- 
ington correspondents have agreed to take 
charge of the assignment of seats to the work- 


ing representatives of newspapers which will 
be represented at the National Democratic Con- 
vention, to assemble at Chicago June 21. 

There will be 350 seats set apart for the work- 
ingmen of the daily fo aay re larger number 
than has been assigned for this purpose at any 
aes National Convention of either polit- 
cal party. These 350 seats will be strictly re- 
servea for daily newspapers. In addition to 
these, liberal provision will be made for the 
country press. 

Daily newspapers intending to send repre- 
sentatives to the Chicago Convention are re- 
quested to make application for seats at the 
earliest practicable day. As the time is short 
for the work to be performed, the Press Com- 
mittee requests that applications be forwarded 
s0 as to reach Washington not later than May 
15, when the work of assigning seats will begin. 

Each application must be accompanied by a 
statement giving the number of seats expected, 
and the names of those for whom tickets are de- 
sired should be furnished. All applications 
must be addressed to the Press Committee, 
House of Representatives.

JERSEY CITY BALLOT-BOX STUFFERS’ 


DOOM AT HAND. 


It is said that the Court of Errors and Appeals 
will to-day hand down the decision in the ap- 
peal of the Jersey City ballot-box stuffers from 
the convictions found against them nearly two 
years ago in Judge Lippincott’s County Court of 
Sessions. 

About forty of the indicted rascals have been 
tried and convicted. Twenty of these were 
placeholders in Mayor Cleveland’s ring govern- 
ment at the time of their trial, and their con- 
viction and sentence to eighteen months’ im- 


yeesamens Was not enough to prompt their 
ismissal from the public positions they dis- 
grace. 

That they might remain in enjoyment of their 
berths as long as possible they went into court 
after their sentence, appealed from the court's 
judgment, and gave bonds to await the result of 
the appesls. When the Supreme Court con- 
firmed the convictions they renewed their 
bonds and carried their cases to the Court of 
Errors. 

It is believed that the Court of Errors has 
voted to sustain the action of the other courts. 

If such # decision be handed down to-day 
bench warrants will be issued at once, and as 
many of the convicted crew as can be found 
will be taken to the State prison.

47, points on quite large trading. The property 
has been doing well recently, and itis said that 
it will be taken out of the hands of the receiver 
in the near future.

FOR THE ANNEXED DISTRICT. 


INCORPORATION PAPERS FILED YESTER- 
DAY—THE BACKERS SAY THEY MEAN 
BUSINESS—ELECTRICITY THE MOTIVE 
POWER. 


ALBANY, April 29.—It looks very much as 
thongh the managers of the Huckleberry Road, 
of unenviable notoriety, were not tobe permitted 
to have a monopoly of gridironing the annexed 
district with surface railroads. 

In the office of the Secretary of State there 
‘were filed to-day certificates of incorporation of 
five railroad companies to operate in the an- 
nexed district of New-York. 

The Directors of these companies are Howard 
Carroll, Thurlow Weed Barnes, George C. 
Clausen, James McNaughton, Frank M. Pitton, 
George H. Laurence, Frank T. Soott, William 
H. Jasper, and Charles E. Coddington. A ma- 
jority of the stock in each company is taken by 
Carroll and Coddington. 

The first of the five is the William’s Bridge and 
Westchester Traction Railroad Company, with 


@ capital of $80,000 and a length of four miles. 
The termini of this road are to be at the 
unction of the Bronx River and Olive Avenue 
nD the Village of William’s Bridge and the junc- 
tion of Main Street in the Village of Westches- 
ter and Westchester Creek. 

The second is the Suburban Traction Com- 
pany, witha oapital of $150,000 and a length 
of five miles. The termini of the main line are 
the junctions of Bronx River and the southern 
turnpike of Harlem Road and the junction of 
Main Street in the Village of Westchester and 
‘Wostchester Creek. 

The third is the Hopefield and Westobester 
Traction Company, with a capital of $100,000 
andalength of seven miles. The termini are 
the intersection of Fifteenth Avenue and Third 
Btreetin the Village of William’s Bridge and 
the junction of Long Island Sound with the 
mew road between the Eastern Boulevard and 
\Long Island Sound. 

The fourth is called the West Farms and West- 

chester Traction Company, with a capital of 
$80,000 and a length of three miles. Its ter- 
miniare the junction of the Bronx River and 
the new West Farms Road and the junction of 
Main Streetin the Village of Westchester and 
Westohester Creek. 
' Tne fifthis called the Van Nest, Weat Farms 
and Westchester Traction Company, with a cap- 
tal of $150,000 and a length of five miles. The 
termiri of ite main line are the junction of 
the Bronx River and the new West Farms Road 
and the junction of the main streetin the Vil- 
lage of Westchester and Westchester Creek. 

The incorporation of these companies means 
either that the property owners of the annexed 
district look with unfavorable eyes upon the 
promotors of the Huckleberry Road scheme and 
Inean to enter into competition with them, or 
that this is apartof the original Huckleberry 
plan. The former explanation seems the more 
probable, from the character of the men who 
are. named as Directors of the companies. 

Thurlow Weed Barnes is the son-in-law of 
a of Louisiana Lottery fame, who owns a 

ge amount of real estate beside his race track 
in Westchester County. 


Howard Carroll is one of the principal stock- 
holdersin the proposed new suburban roads. 
When seen last evening he said: 

“We have no connection whatever with the 


*“Huckleberry’ people and will not operate 
under their special charter. 

** We are incorporated under the general laws, 
and will not ask nor receive any special privi- 
leges from the State or city. It isa purely 
business "ee and we purpose to go 
ahead with it on business principles. 

“Before we can build we must obtain the 
consent of the property owners along the differ- 
ent lines. I think we can set this without any 
trouble. If we can't, why the roads will simply 
not be built; but I don’t anticipate any trouble, 
as the proposed railways will be an immense 
benefit to the districts through which itis pro- 
posed to run them. 

“ At present the transit facilities in the north- 
ern part of the annexed district and the south- 
ern part of Westchester County are of the most 
primitive kind. In fact, there is no way to cet 
from one centre of population to another, as, for 
instance, from Yonkers to Mount Vernon, These 
two prosperous and pepulous places, only a few 
miles apart, are absolutely cutoff from each 
other. We propose to connect them, as well as 
other places inthe territory it is intended to 
cover, and we think that in the course of a few 
years the investment will prove a profitable 
one even aside from the advantages that will 
accrue at once to those of us who own property 
in this section. 

“The motive power to be employed on the 
roads will be electricity. If certain experi- 
ments which are now being made prove suc- 
ceseful, as we hope they will, a storage sys- 
tem willbe used. If this is not found feasible 
we will use overhead wires. Work will be begun 
@8 BOON as the necessary consent of the property 
owners is obtained. 

“For the Van Nest line I think we already 
have the necessary rights, and work on this 
‘will be pushed at once. The others will be under- 
Sakenas soon as possible. Thereis plenty of 
money availabie for all our needs, and as we 
have faith in the undertaking. the public can 
rest assured that there will be no juggling or 
unnecessary delay.”’

He 
had nothing to say about the admittance of 
women to the profession, but was not sure 
sbout their standing the rough and tumble of 
litigation. When he beard the valedictory all 
loubt was removed. Miss Lizzie Alderdice, in a 
tew words concerning “‘ Women and Law,” in 
strong legal terms showed the superiority of 
the iemale sex over man. Miss Alderdice will 
never be an ollice lawyer. She ts an advocate.

THE EXCISE BOARD SUIT. 


IT 18 TO BE MOVED FOR TRIAL AT 
THE NEXT TERM OF COURT. 


It was announced yesterday by District At- 
torney Nicoli that the indictments against the 
olc Excise Board, which went out of office a few 
days ago, will be moved for trial at the next 
term of court, which opens on May 23. These 
indietments grew out of the action of the City 


Reform Club, which charged the Commission- 
ers, Messrs. Meakim, Kooh, and Fitzpatrick, 
with willfully delaying action on a complaint 
against a saloon keeper named Ahrens, who had 
sold liquor on election day. 

The case, as was stated in THe Times of last 
Wednesday, has recently been decided against 
the Commissioners on law points by the Court 
of Appeals, but the chances of conviction have 
been very materially affected by an act that was 
quietly passed through the Legislature by Ben- 
ator Plunkitt. 

This fact, however, will not —_— the case 
from being pressed by the District Attorney’s 
office. Mr. Nicoll said yesterday that he would 
not take it for granted that the Plunkitt act, 
on which the lawyers for the indicted men so 
strongly relied, makes conviction impossible. 
The cases would be moved, he said, in their 
regalar order and pushed to their utmost, and 
they would not be abandoned until the courts 
had passed on them.

THE JOINT CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT- 


TEE RESUMES ITS INVESTIGATION. 


The joint committee of the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States on Im- 
migration aud Naturalization resumed its in- 
vestigation of the Ellis Island matter yesterday 
morning in the Post Office Building. - 

The morning session was devoted simply to 
organizing, and did not last ten minutes. All 
the members of both committees were present, 
including Senator David B. Hill. The strain on 
the Senator’s mind during this short seasion 
was so heavy, however, that he was unable to 
attend when the committee met in the after- 
noon, and he was the only one conspicuous by 
his absence. 

Benator Chandler, Chairman of the Senate 
committee, presided. With him were Senators 


Dubois and Proctor and Represeatatives Myron 
B. Wright of Pennsylvania, James W. Covert, 
Jacob A. Geisse: ner, and Herman Stumm 

Col. Carl Weber was placed upon the stand 
in the afternoon and gave a long and detailed 
account of how im ants are landed and re- 
jected or accep 3ol. Weber explained the 
system employed at Ellis Island as to the giv- 
ing of s to immi, ts who were assisted 
to this country. by their ‘relatives and friends 
and the means vy in wiring these rela- 
tives as to the ability of the tempo de- 
tained immigrants to support themselves and 
not to become a burden upon the communities 
where they were to chose their homes. 

In the case of the Masillia, which bro 
over the Russians infected with typhus, 
Weber said this lot of immigrants was more 
than usually poor, and seventy had been de- 
tained for examination. It was among these 
that the typhus broke out. They were an un- 
happy lot of people, many of whom had been 
traveling for six and eight months, driven 
from country to country. Although called 
Russians, they were in reality Turkish Jews. 
Their money had given out and they were in the 
most desperate condition. 

Col. Weber said that for the month of March, 
1892, % per cent. of the Scandinavians could 
not read or write. Of other nations, the Ger- 
mans showed 1 per cent., Great Britain 5 per 
cent., Russia 10 per cent., Austria 25 per cent, 
Italy 42 per cent., and Poland 60 per cent. 

Whother an immigrant could land in this coun- 
try or not a. upon the judgment of the 
Inspector. If age, vocation, means, &c., were 
taken into account, many more got through 
than were restricted. Col. Weber said that at 

resent the immigration labor bureaus, con- 
Saoeed by Irish and German societies inde- 
pendent of the Government, were in need o 
farm hands and laborers, and he often allowe 
these to land where he refused admission to 
clerks and bookkeepers, as the market was 
glutted with people of that class. To have $100 
was one of the tests, but clerks and bookkeepers 
with that amount even were rejected. His sym- 
pathies were, of course, an aid to his judgment, 
as well as the efforts of eg A religious and 
oharitable associations which looked after im- 
migrants, and to whose solicitations he would 
always lend a willing ear. 

Col. Weber spoke of the mission of Father 
Callihan for immigrant girle, which, he said, 
had relieved the, authorities of much anxiety. 
This mission provided for all girls, independent 
of religion or of nationality. 

Senator Chandler and Congressman Stump 
questioned Col. Weber very closely as to the 
probability of hie judgment or that of bis In- 
spectors being at fault sometimes. He ad- 
mitted that the Inspectors had been appointed 
on account of their knowledge of languages 
more than for reason of any great reasoning 
powers, but he said that in most cases they had 
judged rightly. Congressman op 2 and ex- 
Becretary Proctor could not make him think 
the present system favored the admission of 
immigrants and did not res<rict it in the least. 

Congressmar Stump suggested that a board 
of three Inspectors be a to decide on 
these questions. Col. Weber said it had been 
tried in the administration previous to his, and 
it had met with failure on account of dissen- 
sions among the members. Senator Chandler 
asked him if he did not think three heads were 
better than one, but Col. Weber was unable to 
see it in that light. 

The investigation will be continued this morn- 
ing at the same place. 


SEEK TO BAR THEM AS HEIRS. 
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NEW PROPERTY OF AN OLD ESTATE IN 
DISPUTE, 


Surrogate Abbott of Kings County has under 
consideration a case that deals somewhat with 
ancient history. In 1798 the ship Confederacy, 
which belonged to the frm of Leffiingwell & 
Pierrepont, at that time a prominent firm in 
this city, was seized by a French cruiser, and, 
though unlawfully, was retained and condemned 
by that Government as a prize. . 

The firm failed to get satisfaction, but the 
heirs have been fighting the matter in the 
courts. Recently they succeeded in having the 
Court of Claims recognize their right to com- 

ey and received an award amounting to 

70, . 

Hezekiah B. Pierrepont, grandfather of the 

resent Pierrepont, was a member of the firm. 

is will directed that his estate be divided into 
ten parts, one part to be given to each of his 
children. He made the provision that any of 
his daughters wight, on making a written re- 
quest, have ‘hree-fourths of their several shares 
set apart for their individual disposal, the re- 
maining one-fourth to remain in trust for their 
children. 

At the time of the distribution of the estate 
of Hezekiah B. Pierrepont in 1855, the French 
claim was considered of no value. Now that 
the money has been paid, the question comes up 
as to its possession. 

Mrs. Harriet C. Bartow, wife of Edgar F. Bar- 
tow, one of the daughters, received one-tenth of 
the estate. At her death she left by will three- 
fourths of her share of her father’s estate to 
her husband. He married again, and left two 
children by his second wife. 

Lawyer William Peet claims for these chil- 
dren that they are entitled to two-fifths of 
three-fourths of the $170,000. Frederick. A. 
Ward and Ernest T. Carter, on behalf of other 
heirs, contend that these two children, not being 
of Pierrepont blood, have no claim to it, and 
that under Hezekiah B. Pierrepont’s will the 
award must go to his grandchiidren. 

Surrogate Abbott heard the arguments on 
Thursday afternoon and reserved decision. 


CLEARED AFTER THIRTEEN YE£ARS. 





JOHN SMITH WILL NOT HAVE “TO 
STAND TRIAL FOR HOMICIDE, 


After waiting for over thirteen years John 
Smith of 1,152 Summit Street, Jersey City, has 
had his name cleared from the charge of homi- 
cide. The case was dismissed yesterday simply 
because not one of the witnesses for the prose- 
cution could be found. 

On the evening of Jan. 23, 1879, Henry Mad- 
den, a sailor, was shot in the neck and killed by 


Smith in a saloon at 13 Oliver Street. Accord- 
ing to the evidence at the trial before Judge 
Cowing the following March, the trouble be- 
tween Smith and Madden arose over a young 
woman who was in the saloon. Smith, who 
was the F ga meng wet ordered her to leave the 
place, and upon her refusing he attacked her. 

Madden and two other sailors interfered to 
save the girl from violence, and Smith got a 
shotgun and killed Madden. 

Smith was convicted before Judge Cowing of 
tmourder in the second degree, and was given a 
life sentence. In November, 1879, the General 
Term reversed the decision and Smith was re- 
leased. In April, 1887, he was rearrested on a 
bench warrant, but the sailors, who were the 
principal witnesses against him, could not be

WHAT HE PROPOSES TO DO WITH FOR- 
EIGN AUTHORS AND THEATRES. 


Charles Frohman will sail for Europe to-day 
in the French steamer La Touraine, to be ab- 
sent altogether not more than six weeks. He 
will be accompanied by William Gillette, 
the dramatist, who goes as Mr. Frohman’s 
guest in search of health. The two will go 
directly to Paris, where Mr. Frohman will meet 
Victorien Sardou and receive from that author 
the completed manuscript of the play which he 
has been writing for him. It is a comedy based 
on the imaginary adventures of an American 
family abroad. The play which Alexgnder Bis- 
son is writing for the company with which John 
Drew will appear next egason will also be sub- 
mitted to Mr. Frohman in Parise and subjected 
to such changes as he may suggest. The new 
comedy to be presented at the Vaudeville next 
Winter is to be held for Mr. Frohman until his 
arrival, and if it meets his approval, that, too, 
will become his property for production in this 
country. 

Contracts for future works by French authors 
will be made, and then Mr. Frohman and Mr. 
Gillette will make afiying trip to Vienna for 
pleasure only. At the conclusion of this Mr. 
Gillette wil! start for home at once. and Mr. 
Frohman will go to London, where he expects 
to make arrangements, if the Bisson play proves 
satisfactory to him, for the appearance of Mr. 
Drew next July, and atthe same time for his 
New-York stock company to play a Summer en- 
gagementin another London theatre. He will 
also meet Ludwig Fulda, the author of the 
original German play upon which “The Lost 
Paradise” is founded, and secure from him the 
English rights to that work. Negotiations to 
that end are already in progress, and only 
await his arrival in London to be closed. 

Arrangements have already been made for 
the production of “Men and Women” in Lon- 
don next season, and the selection of the 
theatre is lett for Mr. Frohman’s arrival.

A CUSTOMS DECISION. 


———_—_ 
APPRAISER’S ADVANCE IN “‘CASHMERES 
IN THE GRAY” SUSTAINED. 


General Appraiser Wilkinson has given a de- 
cision upholding the Appraiser in & case in 
which about $40,000 in duties is involved. There 
were recently recoived at this port two invoices 
of goods new to this market and known as 
“coashmeres inthe gray,” that is, undyed and 
unfinished. 

They were imported by the Botany Worsted 
Mills of Passaic, N. J., and were shipped here by 
Stohr & Co. of Leipsic, Germany. ‘Together the 
two shipments amounted to about 400,000 yards 
of the goods. 

Appraiser Cooper advanced the invoiee price 
15 pfennigs in the case of some of the goods, 
entered at 85 pfennins, and 12 in the case of 
the others, entered at 74. The increase 
amounted to ebout $10,000, and as it was over 
10 per cent. of the value of the goods it carried 
with it penalties, bringing the total up to the 
neighborhood of $40,000. The importers tool 
the case to the Genera! Appraisers, aud Mr. Wil- 
kingon gave the decision upholding the Ap- 

raiser. 

1: Both domestic manufacturers and importers 
took great interest in the case, and some of the 
former insisted that the goods had been boiled 
in orderto shrink them to get them in at a 
lower duty. One piece 38 inches wide, itis 
stated, was sent to a Rhode Island mill to be 
finished and was returned 45 inches wide. The 
rate of duty is 12 cents a square yard and 50 
per cent. ad valorem. 





SHIPMENTS OF GOLD TO EUROPE. 

A little more than $4,500,000 in gold coin will 
be shipped to Europe by to-day’s outgoing 
steamers, most of it by La Touraine. Of this 
amount all but $250,000 was engaged at the 
Sub-Treasury yesterday. That quarter of a 
million will be shipped by L. Von Hoffman & 
Co. The gold from the Sub-Treasury will be 
sent out by Lazard Fréres, $2,000,000; Laden- 
burg, Thalmann & Co., $3,255,000, and Heidel- 
bach, Ickelheimer & Co., $1,000,000. 

Including the gold shipped last Saturday, the 
total for eight days is $6,960,000. 

After the drafts mentioned have been made 
upon the Sub-Treasury’s stock, that institution 
still has about $70,000,000 in gold coin. Ihe 
Government has altogether, in coin aud bullion, 
$278,000,000, against which $176,000,000 in 
gold certificates has been issued. The Treasury 
holds $18,600,000 of these certificates, how- 
ever, 80 that the total issue outstanding is 
$157,400,000, The “free” gold amounts to 
$102,000,000., 

The shipments abroad have been looked for 
for some days, the rate of exchange warranting 
them. 


CHA RGE A CONSUL WITH ERAUD. 

Two sailors, Alexander Watson and William 
H. Burns, one the second mate of the brigantine 
Edward Cushing of Newburyport, Mass., and 
the other the steward, were before Comumis- 
sioner Shields yesterday charging that they had 
been defrauded of $10 each by Henry A. Ehn- 
inger, United States Coneul at Cienfue Cuba. 

They said that they were discharged from the 
ship because they would not sign an affidavit de- 
claring that it wae necessary, on account of bad 
weather, for the Captain to jettison eight small 
truck cars, apart of the cargo ship from

These contracts and the matters in question were 
specifically approved by the plaintiffs vote at the 
conclusion of the stockholders’ meeting of 1890 and 
1891, and in 1891 le, as a sworn inspector, received 
the vote of the defendant, Barrett, upon the very 
stock he now claims to belong to him as a stockhola- 
er in the Brooklyn. 

For these reasons I do not think I would be justi 
fied in continuing this injunction merely on motion 
of the plaintiff, and it does not appear irom the 

pers that there isany one ¢eise interested in con- 
toaing it, at least so farasit enjoins the defendant 
Barrett from hegens 3 on the stook held by him, either 

rsonally or by proxy. 

PThere are other very grave difficulties in the way 
of maintaining the complaint im the case which I do 
not deem it ry to ider now, as it would, 
in effect, determine the action upon affidavits, which 
ought not to be done. But it is clear to my mind 
that the plaintiff and ail others having a real inter- 
est in the result of this coutroversy would be suffl- 
ciently protected ifthe defendant Barrett were en- 
joined from transferring his stock until the deter- 
mination of this ountroversy, or unless such stock 
were transferred with indorsements upon it aubject- 
ing it to all equities, eee that in all uther respects 
the injunctiou should be dissolved, with $10 costs of 
the motion.

TO BE A BIG HOTEL. 
——— 


THE BERESFORD, ON CENTRAL PARE 
WEST, WILL BE ENLARGED, 


A. 8 Walker, owner of the Hotel Beresford, 
at Eighty-first Street and Central Park West, 
has bought the land adjoining his property 
running to Elghty-second Street. He will build 
an addition to the Beresford 102 feet on the 
avenue and 120 feet on Eighty-second Street. 
The new structure will harmonize, architectur- 
ally, with the present building, althongh it will 
be ten stories high, four more, than on the 
Eighty-firet street corner. 

The buildings will be connected and practi- 
cally form one structure, with a central court 
and a frontage of 204 feet on the avenue, 100 
feet on LKighty-first Street, and 120 feet on 
Kighty-second Street. The house will be divided 
into small suites of three rooms each, and no 
housekeeping privileges will be grauted. The 
dining room, to serve {or the entire hotel, will 
be on the ninth fioor of the addition, with 
kitchen adjoining and apartments for servants 
above. The present dining room of the Beres- 
ford will be turned into suites. 

Work has already been begun for the founda- 
tions of the building and the surface earth re- 
moved. It will be necessary to biast out about 
six feet of rock. The addition can be finished, 
it is calculated, in about one year from May 1. 
The cost ia placed at $350,000. The walle will 
be of terra-cotta brick, with brownstone trim- 
mings, and bay windows willextend from the 
ground floor to the roof.

HONOK CLAIMED FOR NEW-YORK. 


—p—_—_ 
THE FIRST OF THE COLONIES TO HAVE 
A PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


All Soule’ Church in Brooklyn was crowded 
yesterday with school children at the second of 
the series of lectures on the early history of 
Brooklyn. Chairs had to be placed in the aisles 
to seat all who wanted to hear. 

The lecture was upon “ Brooklyn during the 
Revolution” by Mr. J. V. Witherbee. The young 
auditors showed much interest. The boys were 
inclined to be overdemonstrative. Mr. Wither- 
bee’s statement that many of the old Dutchmen 
were Tories from motives of poticy, for some 
reason evoked great applause from them. Most 
of the girls showed their more serious interest 
by refusing to join in it. 

In the course of his lecture Mr. Witherbee 
said: 

“New-York was the first colony to have a 


ublic school in the sense we now understand 
t,in spite of the assertion of Massachusetts 
men to the contrary. 

“The only reason it has not long since been 
acknowledged is, as Judge Draper puts it, that 
New-York did not have Massachusetts men to 
tell the story. 

“To hear & Massachusetts man talk, says the 
same writer, one would think that a school was 
started the next day after the Pilgrims landed 
on Plymouth Rock, while, as a matter of fact, 
Harvard College, the oldest educational institu- 
tion to which Massachusetts can lay claim, was 
not founded until 1636. 

‘* But the New-York Dutchmen had been en- 
treating the Dutch West India Company, under 
whose protection they had settled here, to send 
them over a schoolmaster before 1630, though 
their request was not granted until 1633, three 
years before Harvard was founded. 

“In that year the tirst professional school- 
master began the work of instruction in those 
branches considered needful, and that, too, for 
all the children of the district, while Harvard 
was established professedly to tit the brightest 
young men for the ministry. It is now consid- 
ered sound political doctrine that free schools 
and free men go hand in hand. 

“Therefore, it is difficult to see how those 
Brooklyn Dutchmen, accustomed as they had 
been to self-government at home, could so 
tamely submit to the encroachments which 
George IIL. and his puppets tried to put upon 
them. Instead of rousing in them a determina- 
tion to fight for and defend the liberty they had 
acquired in Holland, the coming to the New 
World had produced in these phlegmatic Dutch- 
mon & greater greed for gain than for maintain- 
ing the freedom that had cost their sires their 
life blood, and, so long as their opportunities 
for getting the nimble sixpence were left alone, 
—— principles were to them of little ac- 
coun 

Mr. Witherbee told of the events In Brooklyn 
after Howe evacuated Boston and the blunder 
of Congress in forcing Washington to defend 
the entrance to the Hudson.
